information acquired becomes public only in a judicial or administrative 
hearing. One point specifically made is that the FBI is precluded by 
presidential order from furnishing information to congressional committees 

On page 15 in connection with question # 50 as to what Soviet 
espionage activities the committee has brought to light, the answer 
mentions several espionage cases including the Nathan Gregory Silver- 
master, J. Peters, William W. Remington and Alger Hiss cases. There is 
an ambiguity here in that the inference might be drawn that the committee 
instituted these cases. Actually of course, the committee only brought 
them to the public eye as the Bureau was investigating all cases mentioned 
prior to any interest by the HCUA. The pamphlet "The Shameful Years, 
published by/the HCUA on 12/30/51, contained information on all of the 
cases mentioned here. Page 15 also sets forth other accomplishments of 
the Hiss cases in addition to the perjury conviction? which are set out as 
being an increase of the statute of limitations in espionage cases from 3 
to 10 years and legislation making possible^^iia^punyhment -sentences

loyalty program (both Executive Orders, 9835 and 10450) requires that 
the files of the committee be examined during the process of loyalty 
investigations . 

As to the menace of the Communist operation in the United 
States today, the committee states on page 19: "Notwithstanding the 
eruptions which have occurred in the Communist Party in the United 
States and the resignation of several key officials of the party, the 
I Communist operation today presents a menace more serious than ever 
Lbefore." In explaining how this is possible the committee indicates 
(1) the communists are employing new applications of the historic united - 
front program as promulgated by Nikita Khrushchev at the 20th Congress 
of the Soviet Communist Party, (2) that as the formal party recedes it 
is being replaced by a widespread underground apparatus and (3) that 
the worldwide conspiracy is being backed by all the resources of the 
Soviet Empire. (Point 2 above is outdated as Bureau investigations indi- 
cate the underground operated from approximately 1951 to 1955 and since 
early 1955 the underground apparatus has been severely contracted). 

The committee points out that 'the objective of the communists 
in the field of national security is to mold opinion against the 
disclosure and punishment of subversion. To reach this goal the 
communists work for the abolition of committees investigating subversive 
activities, restriction of the FBI in the same field and the elimination 
of all loyalty programs. The document concludes by indicating Americans 
can protect themselves from communist attacks through education and 
alertness .

FOREWORD 



"WE, THE PEOPLE of the United States, in order to form 
a more perfect Union, establish Justice, insure domestic Tran- , 
quility, provide for the common defense, promote the general 
Welfare and secure the Blessings of Liberty to ourselves and 
our Posterity, do ordain and establish this Constitution for the 
United States of America? 

When the Founding Fathers, in their great wisdom, wrote, the 
Constitution, they provided, in the very first section and the first 
article, that: "All legislative powers ** * ■* shall be vested in a Con- 
gress of the United States, which, shall consist of a Senate and House 
of Representatives." 

The Members of the Congress could hardly enact wise laws without 
the power to inquire into the necessity for such laws nor could they 
amend or change laws already enacted if they did not have the power 
to investigate and to recommend new legislation in consonance with 
changing conditions. The Congress must have the right of inquiry, 
else it could not carry out the functions which the Constitution has 
assigned to it. The House Committee on Un-American Activities is 
one of the standing committees of the House of Representatives. It 
was established as a standing committee by vote of the House on 
January 3, 1945, for the express purpose of investigating the extent, 
character, and objects of un-American propaganda activities in the 
United States. It was continued as a standing committee by the 
provisions of. the Legislative Reorganization Act (Public Law 601, 
79th Congress). Each committee of the Congress is under a mandate 
to maintain a continuing surveillance over the administration and 
operation of the laws within the jurisdiction of the committee. In the 
discharge of this duty, the Committee on Un-American Activities seeks 
to develop factual information on the administration and operation of 
' the Internal Security Act of 1950, the Communist Control Act of 1954,

the Foreign Agents Registration Act, and various criminal statutes 
relating to sedition, treason, and subversion* 

In his book on "Congressional Government," former President 
Woodrow. Wilson stated: , 

It is the proper duty of a representative body to look diligently into every 
affair of government and to talk much about what it sees. It is meant to be 
the eyes and the voice, and to embody the wisdom and will of its constituents. 
Unless Congress have arid use every means of acquainting itself with the^ acts 
and the disposition of the administrative agents of the government, the country 
must be helpless to learn how it is being served; and unless Congress both 
scrutinize these things and sift them by every form of discussion, the country 
must remain in embarrassing, crippling ignorance of the very affairs which it is 
most important that it should understand and direct. The informing function 
of Congress should be preferred even to its legislative function. 

In the pages of this booklet are the questions which are most often 
directed to the committee and their answers. We believe that it may 
help to explain the work of the committee to our citizens.

THE HOUSE COMMITTEE ON UN-AMERICAN 
ACTIVITIES 

1. What is the House Committee on Un-American Activities? 
The House Committee on Un-American Activities is a standing 

committee of the United States House of Representatives, Washing- 
ton, D. C, consisting of 9 Members of Congress, 5 members from the 
majority party, and 4 from the minority party. 

2. What are its duties? 

The duties as stated in Public Law 601, 79th Congress (1946)^ are to 
make investigations of: (1) the extent, character, and objects of un- 
American propaganda activities in the United States; (2) the diffusion 
within the United "States of subversive and un-American propaganda 
that is instigated from foreign countries, or of a domestic origin, and 
attacks the. principle otthe form 6f government as guaranteed by our 
Constitution; (3) all other questions in relation thereto that would 
aid Congress in any necessary remedial legislation; and (4) to exercise 
watchfulness over the execution by administrative agencies of laws 
relating to subversive activities and internal security. 

3. Is this the first committee established to investigate tin- 
American and subversive propaganda and activity? 

No. There have been special committees of the House prior to the 
establishment of this committee. The first was known as the Special 
Committee To Investigate^ Communist Activities, established pursuant 
to H. R. 220, 71st Congress, approved June 9, 1930. The last report 
of this committee was issued January 17, 1931. 

The next committee was the Special Committee To Investigate Un- 
American Activities. That committee was created by H. R. 198 of 
the 73d Congress, approved March 20, 1934. The committee func- 
tioned until February of 1935, and was specifically instructed by Con- 
gress to investigate Nazi propaganda. 

On May 26, 1938, Congress approved H. R, 282 (75th Congress), 
which set up the Special Committee To Investigate Un-American 
Activities and Propaganda. This special committee continued until

✓ January of 1945, at which time, through the approval of House Reso- 
lution 5, 79th Congress, the present House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities came into existence on January 3, 1945, and has con- 
tinued as a permanent standing committee of the House to the present 
time. 

4* Are specific legislative recommendations made by the 
committee? 

Yes, there will be found in every annual report of the committee, 
specific recommendations for remedial legislation, 

5. Where may specific committee recommendations and result- 
ing legislation he found? > . 

The Legislative Reference Service of the Library of Congress has con- 
ducted a research study of the committee resolutions and subsequent 
action taken by Congress or executive agencies* This study is the 
subject of a committee rejport entitled: "Legislative Recommendations 
by House Committee on- Un-American Activities — Subsequent, Action 
Taken by Congress or Executive Agencies — (A Research Study by 
Legislative Reference Service of the Library of Congress)," and copies 
thereof may be, obtained, so long as they are available, by writing this 
committee, or may be obtained for a nominal sum from the Govern- 
ment Printing Office, Washington, D. G. , 

6. What are the most important hills that have been referred 
to the Committee on Un-American Activities? 

The Internal Security Act of 1950 and several amendments thereto 
in subsequent years, and the Communist Control Act of 1954. H. *R. 
9352 and H. R. 9937, constituting omnibus bills covering a broad 
field in anti-subversive legislation, are now under consideration by 
the committee. 

The 17 principal provisions of the omnibus security bill, H. R. 9937 
(85th Congress), which was referred to the committee, amend the 
Internal Security Act of 1950 by— 

(1) Precluding abatement of proceedings before the Subversive 
Activities Control Board by reason of the' dissolution, reorganization, 
or change of name of a respondent organization. The purpose of this 
amendment is' to counter the Communist technique of changing the 
name or formal technical structure of an organization in order to avoid 
the consequences of an adverse finding by the Subversive Activities 
Control Board. 
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(2) Making it a misdemeanor for any person to misbehave before 
congressional committees. 

(3) Prohibiting Communist lawyers from practicing before execu- 
tive departments and congressional committees. 

(4) Redefining the term "organize" (as used in the Smith Act). 
The purpose of this amendment is to overcome the effect of the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in the Yates case which construed the 
term "organize" to mean only the original formation of a group. 

(5) Permitting the enforcement in State courts of State sedition 
statutes. The purpose of this amendment is to overcome the effect 
of the decision of the Supreme Court in the Nelson case nullifying 
State sedition statutes. / * 

(6) Protecting the security of confidential Government files. .Dur- 
ing the 1st session of the 85th Congress," Public Law 85-269 was 
enacted; in an attempt to overcome the effect of the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the ]enc\$ case and the Court of Appeals, decision 
oii^ the Subversive. Activities. Control Board's opinion in the case of 
the Communist Party.? Public Law 85-269 is applicable only to crim- 
inal cases, whereas the" amendment, in the omnibus r ?security bill is 
applicable to any proceedings (j. e., income tax, claims cases) , as, well 
as criminal proceedings in which confidential Government .files' may 
be. subject to disclosure..'

(d) Establishing in the Bureau of Customs an office of a comp- 
troller of foreign propaganda and fixing responsibility for the 
control of foreign political propaganda. 

(12) Permitting immigration officers to be detailed for duty in 
foreign countries and empowering such officers to exercise certain 
functions with respect to issuance of visas. 

(13) Permitting the detention and supervision of certain aliens 
under order of deportation. 

(14) Requiring the Attorney General to report to the Congress 
certain waivers in the administration of the immigration laws. 

(15) Canceling naturalization procured illegally, by concealment 
of a material fact or by willful misrepresentation* 

(16) Revoking citizenship of one who becomes a part of the offi- 
cial apparatus of a Communist country without the consent of the 
United States Government. 

(17) Strengthening passport security and travel control by— 

(a) Prohibiting travel in violation of passport regulations, even 
though there may be no technical state of war. 

(b) Precluding the issuance of passports to persons concern- 
ing whom there is reasonable ground to believe that they are 
going abroad for the purpose of engaging in activities which will 
further the aims and objectives of the Communist Party, or other 
subversive groups. 

(c) Authorizing the withholding of passports to persons whose 
activities abroad would violate the laws of the United States, be 
prejudicial to the orderly conduct of foreign relations, or be 
prejudicial to the interests of the United States. 
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7. Ate House bills on subjects covered, by committee recom- 
mendations always referred to the Committee on Un-American 
Activities for the conduct of hearings and report to the House? 

No. The factual material developed by the committee and its rec- 
ommendations for legislation are frequently the basis for bills which 
are processed by other committees having specific jurisdiction over 
the subject matter. For example, the Committee on Un-American 
Activities developed factual material and made recommendations re- 
specting legislation on the subject of wiretapping which is embraced 
in a number of bills pending in the Committee on the Judiciary, 
which has specific jurisdiction over amendments to the Criminal 
Code. Under the Rules of the House, a bill may not be divided 
among two or more committees, although it may contain matters 
properly within the jurisdiction of several committees. , . - 

8. Has legislation been offered in Congress based on a sub- 
stantial number of the legislative recommendations made by 
the committee? . . . - 

Yes. Bills have been introduced in the House of Representatives 
relating to 8o recommendations made by the. committee, all but two 
of which were offered after 1949. M Legislation has been adopted by 
Congress embracing 35 of the committee recommendations and 26 
bills are now pending in the 85th Congress on subjects covered by 
committee recommendations. 

9* How are investigations commenced? 

There are many ways by. which investigations are commenced. 
The committee members and the staff are frequently in receipt of lead 
information indicating the necessity for an investigation. Normally, 
the staff conducts a preliminary inquiry to ascertain the reliability of 
the information; the matter is then taken to the chairman, who confers 
with the members of the committee, and an investigation is either 
authorized or rejected. 

10* Why doesn't the committee use the work done by the "Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation instead of performing its own 
investigations? 

The FBI is an investigative agency of the executive branch of Gov- 
ernment. It is primarily devoted to developing evidence upon which 
to base criminal prosecutions. As a result the information which the 
FBI acquires becomes public only if there is a prosecution disclosing 
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it in Federal court, the Subversive Activities Control Board or in 
certain administrative proceedings. 

On the other hand, a congressional committee must seek and receive 
public information upon which to base legislation and legislative 
recommendations. Further, the FBI is precluded from furnishing 
information to congressional committees by Executive order of the 
President 

11. Who decides whether, >as the result of preliminary inquiries, 
hearings are to be held? 

A majority of the committee members decide, based upon the 
recommendations made by the staff after a preliminary inquiry of the 
facts. 

12. Is there any statutory duty placed upon the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities to exercise watchfulness of 
the execution by administrative agencies of laws relating to sub- 
versive activities and internal security ? s 

Yes. Rule XI, section 26, of the House of Representatives requires 
"legislative oversight by standing committees of the execution by admin- 
istrative agencies of any laws, the subject matter of which is within the 
jurisdiction of such committees. 

13. What is the popular name given to 'Rule XI, section 26, of 
the Mouse of Representatives for legislative oversight by standing 
committees? 

The popular name is the "watchdog provision" of the rules. 

'14. Is the exercise of the ({ f watchdog provision" of the rules of 
the House of Representatives an important legislative function 
of Congress? . . 

Yes. It is one of the most important legislative functions of Con- 
gress. Former President Wilson, in his book on "Congressional Gov- 
ernment," page 297, states : 

Quite as important as legislation is vigilant oversight of administration; * * * 

Again, at page 303, it is stated : 

It is the proper duty of a representative body to look diligendy into every affair 
of government and to talk much about what it sees/ It is meant to be the eyes 
and the voice, and to embody the wisdom and will of its constituents. Unless 
Congress have and use every means of acquainting itself with the acts and the 
disposition of the administrative agents of the government, the country must be 
helpless to learn how it is being served; and unless Congress both scrutinize these 
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things and sift them by every form of discussion, the country must remain in 
embarrassing, crippling ignorance of the very affairs which it is most important 
that it should understand and direct. The informing function of Congress should 
be preferred even to its legislative function. 

25, Does the House Committee on Un-American Activities per- 
4orm the "watchdog" duties required of standing committees? 

Yes. In nearly every major hearing, time is devoted to the consid- 
eration of the administration by Government agencies of laws, the 
subject matter of which is within the jurisdiction of the committee. 
Quite frequently the execution of the "watchdog provision" is formally 
included by committee resolution as a subject of a hearing. 
16. What are the principal laws with which the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities is concerned in the performance 
of its "watchdog" duties? - fc - 

The Committee on Un-American Activities is constantly engaged 
in executing its "watchdog" duties with regard to the Internal Secu- 
rity Act of 1950, the Communist Control Act of 1954, various pro- 
visions of the Immigration and Natibnality Act, and the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act. » 
27. How is testimony procured by the committee? 
'♦In many cases, witnesses appear voluntarily. In others, a subpena 
is issued summoning a person to appear before the committee or a 
subcommittee thereof as a witness, to give testimony or to produce 
papers upon a matter under inquiry by the committee. 

18. Who is authorized to issue a subpena and who may serve it? 
Section 17 of Rule XI of the House of Representatives, relating to 

the Committee on Un-American Activities, provides that subpenas 
may be issued under the signature of the chairman of the committee, 
or any subcommittee, or by any member designated by any such chair- 
man and may be served by any person designated by any such chair- 
man or member. 

19. Is a subpena the same as an indictment or statement of 
charges against the individual upon whom it is served? 

By no means should a subpena be considered as a statement of 
charges or an indictment against any individual served. The sub- 
: penaing of a person merely means that the committee has reason to 
believe that the individual is in possession of information which will 
assist the committee in performing its legislative function. 
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20. Is a witness privileged to refuse to testify or produce a 
paper, upon the ground that his testimony or his production of 
such paper may tend to disgrace him or otherwise render him 
infamous? 

No. Title 2, United States Code, section 193, specifically provides 
that a witness is not privileged to refuse to testify or produce axjy paper 
on these grounds. 

21. Does the committee have within its power the right to send 
any person to prison, or to fine him if he commits perjury? 

No. The committee is not a court of law, and has no punitive 
powers. In order to insure that testimony received is accurate and 
truthful, the committee may, if the question arises, refer testimony 
to the United States Department of Justice for study, for it to deter- 
mine whether perjury has been committed before the committee. 

22. Is there 4 legal sanctiop for the compulsion of a witness to 
appear before the committee for the purpose of answering 
questions or producing papers pertinent to the question under 
inquiry? 

Yes. Willful default of a witness by refusing to appear, produce 
papers or answer questions is punishable as a misdemeanor by a fine 
of not more than $1,000 nor less than $109, and imprisonment in z 
common jail for not less than 1 month, nor more than 12 months 
(Title2,U.S.C.i92). * * : * 

23. What is the term applied to the conduct of a witness who 
refuses to appear before a committee of Congress when sub- 
penaed to appear or who refuses to answer questions or produce 
papers pertinent to the subject under inquiry? 

Such conduct is normally referred, to as contempt of Congress, 

24. What is the procedure by which a recalcitrant witness is 
subjected to the penalties of the foregoing criminal statute, 
Title 2, United States Code, section 192? 

There are six separate steps in contempt proceedings : 
1. The subcommittee hearing the witness convenes- and adopts a 
resolution reporting to the full committee the facts relating to the 
failure of the witness to appear, the refusal of the witness to testify, 
or the refusal of the witness to produce papers; as the case majr be, with 
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the recommendation that the^facts be reported to the House of ftepre- 
sentatives with the recommendation that the witness be cited for con- 
tempt of the House of Representatives in order that he may be pro- 
ceeded against in the manner and form provided by law. 

2. The committee as a whole meets and adopts a resolution similar 
to the resolution adopted by the subcommittee/ The facts are then 
embodied in a report to the House. , , 

3. There is presented on the floor of the House for adoption, a reso- 
lution directing the Speaker to certify under the seal of the House of 
Representatives the committee report as to' the refusal of the witness 
to appear, to answer questions, or to produce papers, as the case may be, 
together with all the facts in connection therewith, to the United States 
attorney for the proper district, to the: end that the witness may be 
proceeded against in the manner and form provided by law. 

4. The Speaker complies with the resolution by certifying the facts 
under the seal of the House, to the proper United States attorney. 

5. The United States attorney* presents the facts to a grand jury for 
its 'action. , 

6. In the, event; of indictment by the grand jury the witness is tried 
for violation of Title 2, United States Code, section 192, as in any other 
criminal case. ' 

25. How is a contempt citation processed tvhen the House of 
Representatives is not in session? . * 

It is the duty of the Speaker, o^ the House of Representatives to cer- 
tify the statement of facts under the seal of the House to the appro- 
priate United States attorney, whose duty it is to bring the matter 
before a grand jury for action (Tide 2, U. : S. C. 194). The same 
statute provides that the Speaker may certify the facts for prosecutive 
action without action of the House, even though the House be in 
session. However, the procedure of obtaining authority .for certifica- 
tion by resolution is followed when the House is in session. , 

26. Is there a legal sanction other than criminal proceedings 
under Title 2, United States Code r section 192,, which may be 
resorted to in cases where a witness sefases to answer questions 
or produce papers pertinent to the subject under inquiry? 

Yes. Contempt proceedings may be brought at the bar of the House. 
The sanction there imposed is imprisonment by the House until the 
recalcitrant witness agrees to testify or disclose the matters sought, 
provided that the incarceration does not. extend beyond adjournment. 
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27. What is the constitutional basis for contempt proceedings 
at the bar of the House? 

The power to punish contempt is not expressly granted to Congress 
by the Constitution. However, Congress has the implied power to 
preserve itself and to deal by way of contempt with direct obstruction 
to the performance of its legislative duties. 

28. Does the Committee on Un-American Activities resort to 
contempt proceedings before the bar of the House? 

It has never done so. There is no reason, however, why it may not 
do so in a proper case. 

29. May a witness guilty of insolent and abusive conduct toward 
members of the cpmmiptee, but who is responsive to questions 
propounded to him and who does not interfere with the per- 
formance of the committee's duties, be subjected to contempt 
proceedings? 

No. Under the present law the committee is powerless to deal with , 
the misconduct or misbehavior of a witness under such circumstances. 

30. Does the committee announce in advance the names of per- 
sons it has. subpenaed? , , / . * * . 

No. The committee does not announce in advance the names of 
persons upon whom subpenas have, been served^ Any person may 
announce that he has been subpenged, and many dp. sp. \ , _* . 

31. Does the cdmmittee grant clearances? 

'No. It is riot the function of the committee to grant clearances. 

32. What types of hearings are there? . . < 
There are two types^ of hearings— public and executive. 

33. What is an executive hearing? ^ 

An executive hearing is one which is closed to the' public and only 
the witness, "his counsel, and the committee members ahd staff are 
present. * \ • - - .* .• " - ■ - ■ 

34. Is the testimony taken in executive hearings available to the 
public?" \ ^ V > 

No. Testimony, taken, in executive hearings Is. available only to 
members of the committee and the committee staff. Executive testi- 
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mony may be made public 1 only upon the approval of a majority of 
the committee members. 

35. Why are some hearings held in executive session? 

If a majority of the committee feels that the interrogation of a wit- 
ness in public hearing might endanger national security or unjustly • 
injure his reputation or the reputation of other individuals, then the 
witness will first be heard in executive session for the* purpose of 
determining the necessity or advisability of having* a public hearing 
at a later date. 

36. Would it serve the committee's purpose as well to hold all 
hearings in executive session? 

Congress is a public body and its deliberations, with limited excep- 
tions, are public. 

37/ Does the committee allow a witness appearing before it to 
be accompanied by a lawyer? 

It does. The committee has adopted the rule that every witness 
appearing before it has the privilege of being accompanied by counsel 
of his own choosing. The witness may confer with counsel' at any 
time thkt he wishes during the hearing. If a witness appears un- 
accompanied by counsel, he is notified of his privilege and is afforded 
a reasonable opportunity to secure counsel of his choosing. 

38. May a witness submit a prepared statement? 

Yes. The printed rules of the committee provide: 
Any witness desiring to make a prepared or written statement for the record 
of the proceedings in executive or public sessions shall file a copy of such statement 
with the counsel of 'the committee within a reasonable period of- time in advance 
of the hearing at which the^ statement is to be presented., 

39. Is anything done to reduce the possibility of committee 
receipt of erroneous or false information? 

Yes ; Competent and well-trained investigators are assigned to make 
a thorough investigation before witnesses are subpenaed. The in- 
vestigation often requires months of painstaking work prior to the 
conduct of hearings. Every possible precaution is taken to assure 
elimination of mistakes and prevention of false testimony. Witnesses 
' are not subpenaed at 'random. } . 
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40. Does a person subpenaed before the committee have an 
opportunity before his appearance as a witness to confer with 
the committee or a, member of the committee staff? 

Yes. If the witness has not been interviewed by an investigator 
prior to service of subpena upon him, he is given the opportunity of 
conferring with the committee or a member of the committee staff. 

41* Does the committee allow a person who may have been 
adversely .affected by testimony the privilege to appear and 
testify? 

Any person who is adversely affected by testimony before the com- 
mittee may request to appear at his own expense before the committee 
or any subcommittee thereof, in public session, and give testimony in 
denial or affirmation, relevant and germane to the subject of the in- 
vestigation. 

42. How are Members of Congress chosen to be membeirs of the 
committee? ' 

The members of the committee are elected by the House of Repre- 
sentatives to serve on the committee. „ ' 

43. How does a member become tbp chairman of the committee? 
? The chairman is also elected, by the House of Representatives to 
serve as chairman. Customarily, the member of the majority party in 
the House who has seniority in membership on the committee becomes 
chairman. 

44. How does the committee finance the work it perf orms? 
The work of the committee is financed by annual appropriations 

from the contingent fund of the House of Representatives. . 

45. What record is made of the public hearings before the 
committee? " 

A stenographic record is taken of all public hearings, and printed. \ 

46. What disposition is made of these printed hearings? 
These printed hearings of public testimony are distributed by die 

committee to every Member of Congress, to interested Government 
agencies, and to the general public as long as the supply lasts. 
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47. How do the* various branches "of the committee staff coor- 
dinate their operations? 

The heads of the various" branches of the committee staff meet regu- 
larly with the staff director. *A report is dieamade to the chairman 
of the committee on the work of the committee staff . 

48. How are the committee members kept aware of the prog- 
ress of investigations upon which committee investigators are 
working? ... »X: . \ 

J The staff director reports at least once a week to the chairman and at 
regular intervals to the committee. These reports cover all activities 
of the staff, the investigations, studies, and consultations in progress, 
and the status of all committee business. 

49* Does the committee allow one-man subcommittees? * 

No. ■ Subcommittees consist of at least three members, a majority of 
whom constitute a quorum f or : the conduct of a hearing. 

50. What are some of the Soviet espionage activities that the 
committee has brought to light? 

The espionage activities of Arthur A/Adams, J. Peters, Gerhart 
Eisler, Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, Harry Dexter White, William 
W. Remington, Alger Hiss, espionage activities at the University of 
California Radiiation Laboratory in connection with the atom bomb, 
and many others. . — * 

51. Was^ anything accomplished as a result of the iliss case, 
other than a perjury conviction of Hiss? ^ 

' Yes. As one direct result, the statute of limitations in espionage 
cases was increased from 3 to io years. The committee recommended, 
and legislation has been enacted^ to make it possible for capital punish- 
ment sentences to be given in peacetime espionage. 

52. Has the committee actually received identification of a sub- 
stantial number of persons who are or have been members of 
the Communist Varty? 

Since 1948, the committee has had positive identifications of thou- 
' sands of persons who are or have been members of the Communist 
Parfy in the United States.

53 * Are any of these individuals still members of the Communist 
Party? 

Some of these individuals have broken with the Communist Party 
and have furnished . the committee with valuable information con- 
cerning their knowledge of the Communist conspiracy. The ma- 
jority, however, refused to assist the Government and the American 
people on the ground that to do so might tend to incriminate them. 

54* Of the thousands of persons who~ have been identified as 
Communists in sworn testimony before the committee, how 
many were erroneously named? 

None that we know of „ 
55* What does the committee consider a Communist front to be? 

The committee has ascertained that a Communist front is an organ- 
ization, committee, or group of people, or a printed publication which 
is substantially, directed, dominated, or controlled by the Communist 
Party. It is primarily operated for the purpose of giving aid* and 
support to the Communist Party, a Communist foreign government, 
or the world Communist movement 

56. Why is a Communist front dangerous? , 

The Communist front is one of the most dangerous weapons of 
communism because it is* often difficult to recognize its true Comr 
munist nature. The Communist front does not hesitate to camou- 
flage its true purposes behind such moral and human appeals as 
"peace" and "civil rights" while in reality aiming* at the destruction 
of this Government \ and its institutions. 

57* Since it is true that the Communists use such euphonious titles 
for their fronts as "peace" and "civil liberties /\ does f this then 
preclude anyone interested in these subjects from joining an 
organization dedicated thereto? ' 

It most certainly should not. However, frank inquiry should" be 
made by those interested in joining as to the background of the' or- 
ganization and those persons promoting or operating it. " \ 
58* Has the committee investigated any college or church in 
the United States? . , / „ 

No. The committee, in the course of its investigations of* sub- 
versive activity, has called as witnesses certain individuals who have- 
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-been members of the Communist Party, and who* are or have been 
employed in education or church work. The committee has never 
investigated any college or church as such, 
\55>. What is a "fellow traveler"? 

A "lellow traveler 5 ' is one who, without being an actual member 
of the Communist Party, knowingly follows the twists of Communist 
tactics, supports its aims, and, in effect, acts as the liaison between the 
known Communists and the public at large. 

60. Does the "fellow traveler" contribute to the real strength 
of the Communist movement? 

Yes. Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, has testifiedbefore the committee that—. 

What is important is the claim of the Communists themselves that for every 
party member there are 10 others ready, willing, and able to do the party's work. 
Herein lies the, greatest menace of communism. For these are the people who 
infiltrate and corrupt various spheres of American life. So rather than the size 
of the Communist Party, trie "way to weigh its true importance is by testing its 
influence, its ability to infiltrate. 

61 . What is the "Communist Party line"? 

The Communist Party position on any given issue is die "party line". 
The party line is frequently changing to' conform with the Kremlin's 
changing tactics in- the drive toward the final objective of world com- 
munism, thus, the "line" more nearly resembles a corkscrew and 
the Communist must be prepared to defend today what he violently 
opposed yesterday. " , 

62. Hotv has the committee assisted in disclosing the operation 
of the Communist Tarty and its fronts? 

THe committee over the past years has held hundreds of hearings 
and issued and distributed throughout the United States hundreds of 
thousands of reports disclosing the operations of the Communist Party 
and its "fronts. 

63. What types of files are maintained by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities? 

^There are two major categories of files maintained by the committee. 
* One set is known as the public files, containing public records, publica- 
tions, and background material. The other set, called the investigative 
files contains the records, notes, and memoranda of the investigators. 
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64. What are the "public files, public records, and publications" 
of the committee? , 

This is information secured from public sources, such as newspapers, 
magazines, authenticated letterheads, and other documents available 
from public sources that are compiled by the committee staff and 
could be found by personal research on the part of any individual 
This also includes all committee publications and reports. 

65. What are the "investigative files"? 

The investigative files contain the confidential reports of the com- 
mittee investigators, as well as "lead" material. 

66. To whom are the investigative files available? 

The files are available only to the committee arid its staff. 

67. Are the public files available to individuals not connected 
with the committee? , 

The public files are not available to the general public. To assist 
s the executive branch, of the Government in the fulfillment of its re- 
sponsibility under several laws relating to loyalty and security, the files 
are made available to authorized representatives of executive depart- 
ments or agencies. 

68. Do Members of Congress call upon the committee for infor- 
mation from the files? 

Yes. There is an average of about 2,000 requests for information 
from Members of Congress each year. 

69. By what weans do executive agencies obtain information 
from the committee files? 

Executive agencies/such as the FBI, Civil Service Commission, and 
military agencies, permanently assign representatives whose duties 
are to examine the files of the committee. 

These representatives make from ten to twelve thousand file checks 
each year, tracing the history or background of both individuals and 
organizations whose records are in the committee -files. 

70. Do the executive agencies rely upon the committee files in 
the course of their investigations? 

Yes. Executive Order 9835, signed by former President Truman, 
and Executive Order 10450, signed by President Eisenhower, both deal 
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with investigations to determine Ibyalty on the part of Federal Gov- 
ernment employees. Both orders require that the files of the Com- ' 
mittee on Un-American Activities . be examined in the process of 
determining the loyalty of the person under investigation. 

71 . How serious is the Communist operation in the United States 
today? , . 

Notwithstanding the eruptions which have occurred in the Com- 
munist Party in the United States and the resignation of several key 
officials of the party, the Communist operation today presents a men- 
ace more serious than ever before. 

Reasonably, it may be asked,; "How is this possible?" -There are 
three principal explanations: * " . > 

i. The Communist apparatus is employing ^new applications of its 
historic united-front program in which Communists* penetrate and 
obtain positions of influence in nominally non-Communist organiza- 
tions whose programs they can exploit in pursuance *bf objectives 
desired by the Kremlin. These tactics accord with classic Communist 
doctrine. They Were concisely formulated by Georgi Dimitrov, 
former Secretary General of the Communist International; at a meeting 
of the Comintern in 1938 attended by a number of world Communist 
leaders, in the following words: 

As Soviet power grows, there will be a greater aversion to Communist patties 
everywhere. So we must practice the techniques of withdrawal. Never appear 
in the foreground; letour friends do the work. We must always remember that 
one sympathizer is generally worth more than a dozen militant Communists. A 
university professor, who without being a party member lends himself to the 
interest of the Soviet Union, is worth more than a hundred men with party cards. 
A writer of reputation, or a retired general, are worth more than 500 poor devils 
who donVknow any better than to get themselves beaten up by. the police. Every 
man has his value, his merit. The writer who, without being a party member, 
defends the Soviet Union, the union leader who is outside our ranks but defends 
Soviet international policy, is worth more than a thousand party members. * * * 
Those who are not party members or marked as Communists enjoy greater 
freedom of • action. This dissimulated activity which awakes no resistance is 
much more effective than a frontal attack by the Communists. Our friends must 
confuse the adversary for us, carry out our main directives, mobilize in favor of 
our campaign people who do not think as we do, and whom we could never 
reach. In this tactic we must use everyone who comes near us; and the number 
grows every day* , ^ , 
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■ The current operation of the Communist apparatus in the -United 
States can be traced directly to the epochal restatement of Soviet 
policy by Nikita Khrushchev at the 20th Congress of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party, at which time he promulgated a united-front program 
as a substitute for the Stalinist program that had alienated party mem- 
bers and potential converts throughout the world. 

In The Great Pretense, a symposium on the 20th. Party Congress 
published by the Committee on Un-American Activities, this warning 
appears — 

The leaders of the Soviet Union have launched a new tactical maneuver which 
1 " is fraught with dangers for the United States, As a result of the February 1956 
riieeting of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union, the forces of international . 
communism have adopted new tactics to accomplish three objectives: (1) Appease-' 
ment of discontent within the Soviet sphere; (2) extension of neutralism abroad 
through a united front with socialism; (3) weaken and discredit anti-Communists 
within the United States. 

2. As -the formal party structure recedes from view, it is being re- 
placed by a widespread underground apparatus, duplicating beneath 
the surface all of the mechanisms of Communist Party activities; 
printing and publication of Communist Party propaganda^ formula- 
tion of Communist strategy, leadership of the. Communist .apparatus, 

3. The Communist operation, above and .below the surface,Js part

72. What is the objective of the Communist attack in the field 
of national security? 

* The objective is the creation of a general climate of opinion against 
the disclosure and punishment of subversion. To attain that objective, 
the Communists work for the abolition of congressional committees 
which investigate subversive activities, and for the' restriction of the 
FBI in the same area. They also work "for the elimination 6f all 
loyalty programs designed to protect the security of the United States. 
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73. How can Americans defend themselves against these attacks? 

Through education and alertness to the nature of the attacks and the 
reasons for them. Books and lectures by informed anti-Communists 
are important. To assist in accumulating authoritative material and 
making it available *to the public, the Committee on Un-American 
Activities publishes frequent reports and consultations with informed 
experts who are knowledgeable and experienced in the field of 
communism.

of such witnesses and the production of such books, papers, and documents, and 
to take such testimony, as it deems necessary. Subpenas may be issued under 
the signature of the chairman of the committee or any subcommittee, or by any 
member designated by any such chairman, and may be served by any person 
designated by any such chairman or member.

26. To assist the House in appraising the administration of the laws and in 
developing such amendments or related legislation as it may deem necessary, 
each standing committee of the House shall exercise continuous watchfulness 
of the execution by the administrative agencies concerned of any laws, the subject 
matter of which is within the jurisdiction of such committee; and, for that 
purpose, shall study all, pertinent reports and data submitted to the House by 
the agencies in the executive branch of the Government. 
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The beliefs which sustain the free world can win the ideological 
struggle with communism, Dr. Charles Wesley Lowry, chairman and 
executive director of the Foundation for Religious Action in the Social 
and Civil Order, stated. The Foundation for Religious Action in the 
Social and Civil Order is an all-faith organization dedicated to opposing 
by spiritual means communism "and all forms of totalitarianism and 
to renewing religious and moral foundations. 

Dr. Lowry characterized the beliefs which sustain the free world as: 

The dignity, innate value, and inalienable rights of man; 
* * * the providence of God; * * * the integrity and ulti- 
mate sovereignty of the people; * * * the limitation and 
the division of governmental power; * * * and the dream 
and the vision of a new and f airer age of liberty and democ- 
racy for all people, * * *. 

Dr. Lowry emphasized, however, that the ideological struggle was 
but the deepest phase of a total struggle with communism involving 
also military, political, and economic forces. 

"Communism," he continued — 

is essentially a secularized, a materialized, religion or a view 
of life and the world that lays hold of the mind and soul. 

We might say that it is atheism and idolatry Carried to the 
extreme limit, but enclosed — I believe this to be very impor- 
tant — in a case or framework of scientism. Marxism comes 
before the world, Marxism-Leninism does, as scientific. It 
is able, in a sense, to get the best of two worlds. It appeals 
to the mind of modern man that has been conditioned by 
science to be scientific, which it claims to be in its under- 
standing. It never admits it is a religion at all. It says it is 
science, says it is rational. 

Psychologically, on the other side, it has the advantage of 
appealing to the soul and providing its spurious substitute 
for the innate nature of man, the desire of man to find some- 
thing that he can give loyalty to, to find a meaning for life 
; and existence, a purpose in all things. 

* * # * * * * 

Communism has a substitute for God,- built into the system. 
It is the pivot, I might say it is the fulcrum, of the entire sys- 
tem. This pivot or fulcrum that functions in the role of God, 
is dialectic, the dialectic part of dialectical materialism. 

Dr. Lowry asserted that the violence and bloodshed, caused by 
communism is directly traceable to its ideology. "The Communist 
ideology, he stated — 

explains the disregard of human life, the slave-labor camps, 
the mass deaths, in some cases the deliberate extermination 
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and annihilation of whole nationalities and classes and of 
millions of human beings, without batting an eye.

For, if the analysis that we have made is the correct one, 
if communism has been able to advance, not because it is an 
improved economic system, not because it is a new idea of 
politics, not merely because of historical accident, and acci- 
dents may play some role in history, hut because it has been 
able to move to influence the minds and souls of a large num- 
ber of people in the Western World and now in the Eastern 
World — then the war of ideas is the heart of the struggle* 
# * * * * 

I have made this statement many times. I want to em- 
phasize it* I have stated that communism, even in its ideol- 
ogy, believes in naked power, believes in police and armies, 
believes in technology. This is in the ideology. It explains 
the sputniks and the magnification of science in Soviet-edu- 
cation and society. 

Nevertheless, communism cannot advance, communism 
cannot function without a hard core of dedicated, convinced 
leaders with enough mentality to handle the ideas of this

T>i\ Lowry stated that the answer to the ideology of communism 
"is the ideas of God and man and histoiy that have come down in the 
Judaic-Christian tradition."

The key, as I have indicated, as I spoke of ideas and moral 
" , reality, the key, of course, is in ideology* Churchmen must 
realize that they have a superior ideology; superior because 
it is true; because it has God at its very center; and because 
also near its center and revolving around its innermost center 
is respect for, and love for, our fellow man.

. Dr. Lowry. I so solemnly swear. 

STATEMENT OF; PR, CHARLES W ESLEyAo.WR3L- 

Mr. Arens. Dr. Lowry, as a point of departure in our discussion, 
would you kindly give us a brief sketch of your own personal back- 
ground. 

Dr. Lowry. May I say it is a pleasure to be here for this consulta- 
tion and to address myself to the important issues that we are going to 
discuss. • s- /- 

I am a product of what I think may be truly called the American Cr^^ 
grassroots. Of Alabama and Confederate ancestry, I first saw the^-^r^ 
light of day in old Indian Territory, now the eastern half of the State 
of Oklahoma. I was v educated in the public schools of O kla h oma ; \L 
Washington and Lee University;. Harvard University; the^pVscbpai ' 
Theological School; and, finally, Oxford University, England. }iY* , 

I am a clergyman of the Episcopal Church and have in my not-so- * ~~~~~ 
long life been a professor of theology, at Alexandria, and after that, 
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rector of All Saints' Church in Greater Washington. # I am currently 
the chairman and executive director of the Foundation for Religious 
Action in the Social and Givil Order, commonly called FRASCO. 
This is an all-faith organization dedicated to opposing by spiritual 
means communism and all forms, of totalitarianism and, positively, 
to helping renew the religious and moral foundations of democracy m 
our own country and the whole world, 

Mr. Abens. Would you mind telling us how you became concerned 
and interested in the problem of communism? 

Dr. Lowry. This involves my personal history and some very 
interesting experiences which I have had. 

I reached Europe,. Mr. Arens, as a postgraduate student, most of 
which period I spent at Oxford University. I reached Europe in 
the summer of 1930, at the moment of history when the totalitarian 
tide was beginning to come in with overpowering force and fury. 
I owe to this, I think, the fact that I became, during the Oxford 
period and including residence in Germany, immensely preoccupied 
with trying to explain the power of totalitarianism in all its forms. 

Mr. Arens. What year was that? 

Dr. Lowry. The summer of 1930, beginning in July. I was over 
there 2% years. 

Let us remember that totalitarianism has assumed many forms, 
or several forms. But I think it is very significant that the oldest form 
was communism. - This is often forgotten. Communism -was the first 
expression, the first thrust of this totalitarian tidal wave. It began, 
* of course — took power — in late 1917. t 

The next example of totalitarianism was Mussolini and Italian 
fascism. The next example, close on the heels of Mussolini, was 
Hitler, in Germany. He attempted to bring' in national socialism, 
but didn't succeed. Ten years later he did succeed, soon after I left 
Europe. 

I was in Germany several times in this period and had a chance 
to study what was happening there. Then in England, I had an 
opportunity to witness, the rise of the October Club at Oxford in late 
1931 and 1932. I watched and studied what happened to the minds 
of many of the most brilliant students of Oxford, including several 
Americans. I watched the way in which these young men learned to 
manipulate the peace motif. I watched them almost break up a 
League of Nations meeting. 

Incidentally, I think the October Club men were behind one of the 
most remarkable things which happened in England in this period, 
namely, the Oxford Union voting by an overwhelming vote, something 
like 702 to 138, in the second division of the House. This- was on the 
second day of March 1933. 'I had been away from Oxford just 3 
months, less than 3 inonths, when it happened. They voted never 
again to fight for king and country. This wasn't, of course, the serious 
conviction of all these young men. Nevertheless, the Communist 
force r the Communist impact was being felt in terms of the rejection 
of what they called imperialist war, but not class war. I heard them 
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say in the meeting: "Of .course, we know that class war is going on. 
We must get into this struggle, this class struggle, but there must be 
no more imperialist war, for imperialists." 

» Well, this whole experience led me to the conclusion that the power 
of this thing was not that it was just a political idea. The power 
was that it communicated to young minds the sense that here was 
something exciting — a key to the meaning of history: that by getting 
in this movement, this drive of communism, they would participate 
in changing history. Remember that Karl Marx had said in perhaps 
his most important single statement, in 1845 in one of his Theses On 
Feuerbach, that the philosophers have only interpreted the world in 
various ways; the point, however, is to change it. I believe that 
today we face the question, how are we going to change history, 
change it not for evil, as the Communists have done, but change it 
for good. , 

Mr. Arbns. Could you tell us the names of the principal officers 
or board members of the Foundation for Religious Action in the 
Social and Civil Order? 

Dr. Lowry. Yes. I will be very glad to do that. 

The first colleague I have is a very eminent clergyman of this 
city: the Reverend Dr. Edward L. R. Elson, minister of the National 
Presbyterian Church, who is cochairman of the Foundation. Then 
we have working with us a number of the leaders of the major faiths 
of America. Among these I might mention especially, Father John 
Cronin/of the National Catholic Welfare Conference; Rabbi Norman 
Gerstenfeld, of Washington; also Rabbi Edgar Magnin ; of Los Angeles, 
Calif.; and Dr. Norman Vincent Peale. 

On our advisory council, also, is Rev. Billy Graham, and we have 
an eminent Catholic bishop, Bishop John J. Wright, of Worcester, 
Mass. We have an eminent bishop of the Greek Orthodox Church, 
Bishop Athenagoras, now in chai 4 ge of the Greek Orthodox Church 
in the New England area; also Episcopal and Methodist bishops. , # 

Also on our national advisory council are a number of leaders 
representing salient activities and professions of America, such as 
business, labor, and education. For example, among our educators 
are Dr. Robert L. Johnson, president of Temple University; Dr. 
Francis P. Gaines, president of Washington and Lee University; and 
Dr. Gordon Gray, formerly president of the University of North 
Carolina, who now is very high in Government circles herein Wash- 
ington. 

Then in a little different area,, we have such people as Mr. Henry 
Ford II, and Mr. George Meanyl 

We have also many other prominent people on the national advisory 
council of our Foundation. I think perhaps that it would <: take a good 
while to name all of them.

Dr. Lowry. The main thing is, we have Catholic, Protestant, 
Jewish, and Greek Orthodox represented in both the ranks of the 
clergy ,and the laity. That is the heart of this organization. 

Mr. Arens. Doctor, I want to direct your attention to the general 
subject matter on which we feel that you are best equipped to com- 
ment, as a person of extensive background in the field of religion. Is 
communism a religion? j 

Dr. Lowry. I would say in answering that question, which is cer- 
tainly a very important one, that from the standpoint of basic struc- 
ture, as a system of ideas and" of incentives to action, and also from 
a psychological standpoint, that is from the standpoint of the way in 
which it influences and enters into the minds and hearts and wills of 
people — from these two standpoints — it is, I think, a religion. 

I have, for example, in my book. Communism and Christ, presented 
a tabular comparison of Christianity and communism, where I have 
laid out 12 doctrines on each side. There is from a structural stand- 
point, quite a remarkable parallelism. There is an opposition in all 
instances of the actual ideas, but there is an arresting similarity in 
structure, it seems to me, between the two systems. 
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In addition, if you analyze communism, you will see that it has an 
overall structure that is in many ways like the great religious and 
ethical systems of -the past. For example, it has what every world 
religion has, a definite world view, a particular vision or outlook upon 
the whole of reality. That is the starting point in any religious 
system. * 

Secondly, this world view is expressed — we might say distilled — into 
specific ideas, dogmas, doctrines, concepts. Communism is very 
definitely of this character. It has these definite dogmas, doctrines, 
that represent applications or expressions of its overall world view. 
Then it has a definite ethic br code of action. 

In the case of communism, this is very specific. It is actually not 
very complex. They have a very specific code or rule of action, rule' 
of ethics, that could easily be defined. It has been defined. It has 
been defined in your committee many times. 

Mr. Arens. May I interpose this question? You say communism 
has a code of ethics. Do you suggest "that communism, the Com- 
munist ideology, is ethical in the Christian sense? 

Dr. Lowry. No; quite' the contrary. On the other hand, it puts 
upon its members the obligation to do certain things. Now, from our 
standpoint, these things are the opposite of ethical. In other words, 
the end justifies the means is the very heart of this system. Whatever 
justifies or whatever emerges as helping, assisting, advancing the cause 
of communism; as interpreted by the authoritative Communist Party, 
is the duty of an individual to do. But there is a strong sanction^ an 
imperative, on that individual to do that. From that standpoint, 
there is a parallel to the ethics of religious systems. 

Mr. Arens. Does communism conceive of a God, as do the great 
world religions? 

Dr. Lowry. Communism, of course, does not. Communism is 
atheistic and materialistic. This raises some semantic questions I 
was about to mention in relation to calling communism a religion. 

There are some people who prefer not to use the word, "religion," 
For example, one of my mentors at Oxford, Father Martin D'Axcy, 
has recently written a book, Communism and Christianity. He was 
kind enough to refer to my own book on the first page. He-hesitates 
about using the word, "religion/' and falls back on "faith." 

I think the reason here is because of the problem in the fact that 
traditionally religion has been identified by belief in God. In the case 
of communism, we have actually atheism, I would say idolatry, carried 
to the extreme limit and almosti assuming a quasi-religious form, or 
form of a system of belief, that operates like religion over against 
theistic religion. I think it is very important to realize that there is 
this problem. 

Now, there is one way in which I might bring out the answer 
here — this is done in very few books: very few people, I believe, 
understand this. Communism has a substitute for God, built into 
the system. It is the pivot, I might say it is the fulcrum, of the 
entire system. This pivot or fulcrum that functions in the role of God, 
is dialectic, the dialectic part of dialectical materialism. 

Incidentally, neither of these words, "dialectic" or "material- 
ism," is used in communism in a quite normal sense. They have to 
have a little explanation. "Dialectic" was taken by Karl Marx from 
Hegel. Hegel did not employ dialectic in the traditional sense, which 
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meant logic or a method of reaching conclusions tfirough oppositions 
of views or ideas. Ho understood dialectic as a principle of change 
in nature and history, in all things., because in philosophy he had im- 
posed a concept of divine mind on all reality, on all we think of as 
niiture and history* 

Karl Marx, as we all know, lifted this concept of operative divinity 
from Hegeh Hegel had actually made an application of the Christian 
doctrine of the Trinity, in order to get his thesis, antithesis, and syn- 
thesis as these have operated in history. Karl Marx tried to use but 
reverse this. Dialectic is a principle of change. He called it, on 
occasion, the change of evolution, but not direct evolution. Rather, 
as with Hegel, it works by overcoming contradictions. 

Marx took this idea of dialectic and inverted it to fit a materialistic 
beginning, whereas Hegel had begun with an idea or concept of mind 
that was different, 1 He felt he was correcting Hegel. This is a con- 
tradiction in Marx. You could argue Hegel's position was not illog- 
ical. I feel Marxism is entirely illogical. Nevertheless, we never 
would have had communism as a powerful ideology, never in this 
world, if Marx hadn't taken this theory of dialectic ^vhich applies to 
history, which gives you dynamics, a dynamic concept of history, 
which says history is going somewhere. 

This functions as the divine purpose or providence does, in ordinary 
religions. It is what gives the Communists their extraordinary 
conviction that they understand the workings of history- They 
assert that they understand where history is ^oing, the point of its 
crises, and beyond that, that something very important is going to 
happen, 

^ I, myself, believe that the strongest thing communism has; that 
has resulted in its being the powerful ideology it is, is this faith it 
has in history, this vision of the future, of a good future for mankind, 
that is before everybody. This has an actual appeal, if it is put 
strongly. The Communists put it strongly. 

Mr, Arens. At this point, may I ask you, is the ideology of 
communism false, or is it true? Is it valid, or is it invalid? 

Dr. Lowhy. It is not difficult to answer that question, Mr. Arens. 
It seems to me quite, quite evident that the ideology, as a whole, of 
communism, represents one of the colossal falsehoods— one of the 
colossal lies of all time, That is not to say that everything that 
Karl Marx said or thought, per se, is false; that there is no truth in it 
at all. It is not to say that. It is to say the system as a whole, and 
as Marx and later Lenin worked it out, is a colossal fraud. 

Mr. Akens, "Why? Wfrat is the fallacy? ' t 

Dr. Lowky. The starting point of the fallacy of communism is, 
of course, to be found in the thing that I said lies at the heart of every 
great system that has. influenced the mind of man since time began; 
namely, the vision of reality, From the standpoint of the great 
religions, there has been a vision of reality that involved the spiritual 
world, that involved God and the purpose of a Divine Being* 

Marx inverts this absolutely. lie rejects God. He denies the 
existence of God. He denies the existence of the spiritual universe. 
He denies the existence of any truth in the traditional ideas of religion 
that have come down to us. If you remember, he said religion is the 
opium of the people, Lenin went him one better and said that 
religion is the spiritual gin of the people* So the beginning of the 
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falsity is the denial of God and the denial of a spiritual universe and 
the spiritual nature of man. Everything that flows out from this 
false beginning is bound to be false and misleading- 

Let me add, if I may, one thing to make sure that I present what 1 
t hink is a well-rounded answer, here> Of course, sometimes, we want 
to get things absolutely black ajnd white. It seems to me the metaphor 
here of the muddy or the polluted stream might, help us to keep on the 
track. I think that Marxism was muddy and polluted. This is not 
to say, I want to repeat, that there is no truth at all in Marx s ideas. 
For example, in Marx's emphasis on the importance of economics, 
there is some truth in this. America .is a good example of the tact 
that economic motivation is a very strong motivation. ..... 

Marx got hold of what I think is a very obvious, and basic truth; 
but when he makes it everything, when it becomes exaggerated in the 
total claim he makes for it, it becomes false. ' 

Mr. Abens. If, as you say, communism is a false religion, How do . 
vou as a student of communism, as well as a dedicated man ot the 
cloth, account for its phenomenal expansion and apparent widespread 
appeal in our 20th century? . , 

Dr. Lowky. I feel a good many analyses of communism fall a little 
flat because they don't give a really adequate explanation of why this 
thing should have power. The point of departure is to be found m 
what we have been talking .about, that conimunism is essentially a 
secularized, a materialized, religion or a view of life and the world that 
lavs hold of the mind and soul. ' ' . , x

° f Mr aSns. Here is where a materialistic force engenders a spirit 
and zeal of a spiritual force. Isn't this an anomaly? - 
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Dr. Lowry. Yes. I think this is an anomaly. I think this is 
quite an anomaly, quite a paradox, quite a contradiction. Unfortu- 
nately or fortunately, history is full of a great many paradoxes and 
contradictions. Certainly, in the reason or the fact that communism 
is atheistic and materialistic, yet has been able to generate such 
sacrifice on the part of many, many of its adherents, this represents 
, a tremendous anomaly* : , 

Kemember, I did say that "dialectic" and "materialism" are both 
used by the Communist in other than the ordinary sense of the words. 
That gives us a slight hint that we have to look out for this fact of a 
paradox or anomaly, something a little out of the ordinary. 

Mr. Arens. Could you tell us how, in your judgment, the churches 
and synagogues of the world, and particularly of this country, could be 
effective m halting and reversing the encroachments of the ideology 
of communism? * J 

Dr. Lo wry Mr. Arens, this" is the question that interests me 
perhaps more than any other single question, from a practical stand- 
point especially, because I believe that the churches— I include in that 
the synagogues— that the churches of this country have the key.

Do you 
believe, Dr. Lowry, on the basis of your extensive background in this 
field, and particularly your concentration on the ideology of com- 
munism as opposed to the ideology of the theistic religions, do you 
believe that the ideology of communism has had an impact upon the 
ideology of the other great religious faiths of the world? In other 
words, has there been a process of dilution or weakening as a result of 
the force of communism? 
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1 ' Dr. Lowry. Let me answer that question without any hedging a,t 
all, Mr. Arens. I do not believe that communism directly and m its 
full, explicit form has had much impact, at least positively, upon the 
churches or upon the religious systems of the world. _ - 

I do believe that the background of communism is another matter. 
Go back to the time of Marx and study socialism, and theretis an 
impact. You remember there was a great" ferment regarding different 
forms of socialism early in the 19th century. This did affect and has 
affected parts of the Christian Church. I- think the fact of the impact 
of socialism upon the churches over a period of many, many decades, 
and especiallv at the highest educational levels, in the theological 
seminaries and also in our universities, I think that this has had a 
conditioning effect upon the churches which has deflected them from, 
evaluating, as I said a moment ago, realistically, the full nature of 
communism. ^ . ^ 1 . 

Mr. Arens. Could you give an illustration, -or could you give an 
example, of what you 'have in mind? ' . . 

Dr Lqwry. Yes; I would like to give two examples. One is a 
definite, personal example. The other is an example in terms of 
ideas. Let me give the one in terms of ideas, first. _ 

There is a certain historical relationship, if you try to trace the 
o-enesis of communism, as. I have perhaps indicated, from Marx; then 
look at the situation of socialism and religion at the same time. 
What Karl Marx really did was, in one sense, as you think about it 
now, a rather simple thing. He took an idea^which was in a way a 
sectarian, limited Christian idea, or rather an idea that some Chris- 
tians have held— I won't say a Christian idea, but an idea some 
Christians have held— that people should have all things m common. 
Actually, you will find that in the second and fourth chapters of the - 
Acts of the Apostles. /■«.*. 

Such communism was on a limited basis, and some Christians, as 
in monasteries, practiced that on a limited basis. There was a lot of 
ferment about it in the 19th century. I^arl Marx took this, mate- 
rialized it, secularized it r broke it from all context in the Christian or 
Judaic religions, blew it up like a gigantic balloon, made it the key 
to past, present, and future and especially to the coming of a perfect, 
classless society. Thus communism, which he called also scientific 
socialism, was the master key to all reality. ' . 
s So there is enough relationship to Karl Marx's theories to make 
some Christians who have a bias in favor of socialism feel sympathetic 
to communism. I think this explains the extraordinary confusion of 
Americans— and a lot of the free world— in many cases, of Americans 
in high places, highly educated folk. In the 1930's and the first 
two-thirds of the 1940's, we were very, very .soft on commumsm^and 
in a sense felt that Russia— I think in the highest' quartos many 
people felt that Russia— was moving to democracy, moving to civil 

llb i r reld the very interesting testimony of Josephine Truslow Adams; 
She was given by Earl Browder the task of selling the President of 
' the United States on the. idea that communism was ^ moving to civil 
liberties, that the United States was moving to a more social form of 
government, and that the two might come together^ 
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Mr. Arens^/Is there a common ideology among all the great reli- 
gions of the world which is in contradiction to the ideoloev of 
communism? &J 
# Dr. Lowry. I would answer that question by saying that there is 
m my judgment, potentially— I would accent that word, to be very 
accurate and precise— there is potentially a common ideology as among 
all the great world religions. I put that a little guardedly, because/ 
of course, we haven't actually gone very far in exploring this whole 
matter. Obviously, there are differences. There are important 
differences as among the great religions. But if we look at the key 
ideas, the ideas that are the controlling ones of the great world re- 
ligions, if we confront these ideas with the ideas of communism, then 
it seems to me that we have the possibility of a single or solid platform 
of a common ideology. 

Let me illustrate that a little bit more. Let's look at this from the 
standpoint of our vision of reality. I say this is the first thing that 
any great system or faith must have. If we look at the Communist 
vision of reality, which is the vision of man without God, of a world 
m which God is understood to be dead, we see only materiality 
techniques, power, change. Man is on the throne. That is the basic 
Communist vision of the world. 

If we look 'at the great world religions, they have a common vision 
it seems to me, of a universe that is ultimately divine and spiritual 
at its very focal point, the point of control and explanation of the whole 
universe. We call this God. 

Then if we look at the view of man, communism says that man is a 
materialistic being. Man has no soul. Man has no mind, in a 
significant sense. Of course he is thinking matter; he is thinking 
dust, as it were. But he hasn't anything about him that distinguishes 
him decisively from the animals and from material objects. In other 
words, there is no spiritual conception of human nature at all in 
communism. 

If we look at all the great world faiths, each of them has a very 
strong sense of the dignity arid the sacredness of man. Christianity, 
Judaism, we feel, in. a sense, perhaps puts more accent on this than 
any other faiths. But people of other faiths, I think, would say that 
they too, have put great weight on man and his inherent sacredness 
and dignity. So, from this standpoint, we have, it seems, a common 
ideological point. 

One other example, let's take this whole question of history. Now, 
the Communists say that they are going to achieve, or that there is 
going to be achieved in history very soon, something they call the 
classless society. I believe this was actually stolen from Christianity. 
* i P tllis ^ s *ke,.example where Communists have stolen and 
falsified, nevertheless got unconsciously an idea, their most powerful 
idea, got it from Christianity, from the Judaic-Christian tradition. 
The Communists say they are going to attain their goal by bloody 
revolution, by all possible violence. They are willing to make any 
expenditure in terms of human blood, human liberties, of the lives 
and welfare of any number of individuals in order to achieve this, 
t If we look at the religions over against this, all these religions teach 
a different doctrine. They teach a different ethic. They teach that 
man must practice and live by justice and love and respect for the 
person of the other man. We may call this the Golden Rule. 
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It is very remarkable that the Golden Rule is not confined to 
Christianity or to the Semitic religious family arismg in what we call 
today the Middle East or to any group of religions. At least 10 var- 
iants of such a rule, a law of consideration for another parson even 
as oneself, have been coUected from the following religious systems: 
Judaism, Christianity, Islam, Zoroastrianism, Hinduism, Buddhism, 
Sifchism, Jainism, Taoism, and Confucianism. \ ' * 

The adherents of these 10 religions are estimated to number 2 billion. 

This is an extraordinary consensus. . It shows there is a universal 
good in human nature which shines out in clear relief m the face of 
communism's denial that the individual person has inherent worth 
and spiritual dignity. There is no more striking proof of an existing 
nucleus of common ideology among the great world religions. 

Mr. Arens. Is there a relationship between the ideology of com-, 
munism and the fantastic human suffering which communism in 
action has brought to pass? 

Dr. Lowky. There is, Mr. Arens, definitely. I brought it out an the 
answer I just gave you, namely, from the standpoint of the method 
of attaining in accordance with the laws of history, so the Commun- 
ists would say, the goal of history, which is the bringing m of the class- 
less society or in religious language— Biblical language— the good time 
coming when all men will be free and happy, delivered from evil. 
* The Communists transposed this,, wrenched it out of context, 
denied God. The way the Communist is going to bring m a perfect 
order is by revolution, by violence, by bloodshed, by pushing the 
class war which is the iron law of history, by .any. expenditure, any 
conceivable expenditure of 1 generation, 2 generations, or 3 genera- 
tions of humanity. This, the Communist says, isn't very much if you 
can get a perfect world. All this is in the ideology. 

Although some people argue about this, I would say the actions 
of Stalin can be in a way justified by the' Communist ideology. < Not 
all Communists, evidently, have agreed without storings of conscience 
with this. There has been a great 'deal of stirring argument and 
embarrassing revelation about this. I would say, logically, there was 
nothing wrong— given the Communist premises, there was nothing 
wrong with Joseph Stalin's way of operating. He was acting upon 
the principle that the end justifies the means, absolutely. % 

So this is the element in the Communist ideology that explains 
the disregard of human life, the slave-labor camps, the mass deaths, in 
some cases the deliberate extermination and annihilation ot whole 
nationalities and classes and of millions of human beings without 
batting an eye. I don't believe the true Communist; the well- 
indoctrinated Communist, bats an eye when it comes to wiping out 
millions and millions of human beings. 

Mr Arens Now, then, we come to the most vital of all questions 
on the theme which we arc pursuing, namely, How can'the ideology 
v of communism be met and conquered by the forces of the great 
world religions? * 

Dr. Lowry. That is an extremely weighty and significant question, 
in my judgment; and this is a subject on which I have not only 
thought, but have argued and have been a propagandist almost,, here m 
the Nation's Capital, for at least 8 years. In my judgment this -is ; the 
aspect of this world situation in which there has been astonishingly 
little development. It seems' to me that it is the natural possibility in 
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this situation from the standpoint of what we may call the ideological 
struggle. 5 

This is a phrase that is used by us, and it is also used by the Com- 
munists. Nikita Khrushchev is particularly fond of this phrase. He 
puts an adjective with it, which I think is one to think about. He has 
repeatedly challenged the free world to what he calls "principled 
ideological struggle." • He says there is a struggle going on, and so 
lets compete, let's struggle, as between the ideology of , socialism, as 
he calls it, and the bourgeois ideology, or the principles of the capitalist 
world. . 

This we have pretty weli accepted as a reality. Yet it seems to 
me it is m the great religions, as has been indicated throughout this 
discussion, that we have the untapped resources of the free world for 
such ideological struggle. For, if the analysis that we have made is 
the correct one, if communism has been able to advance, not because 
it is an improved economic, system, not- because it is a new idea of 
politics, not merely because of historical accident, and accidents may 
play some role m history, but because it has been able to move to 
influence the minds and souls of a large number of people in the 
Western World and now in the Eastern World— then the war of ideas 
is the heart of the struggle. 

: I think, in a sense, there has been a shift. Communism had put 
its mam weight in its first decades in the West. It is now putting its 
mam weight in the East. This is a very grave thing. If this is true, 
then surely it is from the spiritual and religious standpoint that we 
are going to find the type of idea and indeed the ideology that can 
stand up to the ideology that is presently making an appeal to the 
mmds and souls and needs of man. I believe, however, this must be 
done unitedly. , This is where I think the free world is falling down 
lamentably, our own country is falling down lamentably, and the 
churches are falling down lamentably. I don't think any real atten- 
tion, any real consideration and systematic planning, in regard to this 
whole possibility has ever yet taken place. I think that good oppor- 
tunities have been given the free world. 

Let me, for example, read two sentences that appeared in the 
message, the communique, of the famous Bandung Conference of the 
Afro-Asian Nations in April 1955. These are the sentences : 

Lo^L^i^Su have 1A been the Cradle of great religions and civilizations which 
have enriched other cultures and civilizations, themselves being enriched in the 

foundation! ™* * Cultures of Asia and Mlic * are . based on spiritual and universal 
The people of Asia and Africa are now animated by a keen and sincere desire 
modern^orlT cultural conta °ts and develop new ones in the context of the 

Those sentences in that communique were put in as a generality 
by the leaders there, 'despite the fact that Chou En-lai, the Foreign 
Minister of Ked China, stood before that whole assembly and said - 
Ot course, m China, we are atheists." He was a big personality 
and a towering influence at -Bandung. Despite that fact, the oyer- 
whelming number of the leaders of the new Asian and African nations 
insisted that their civilizations are based on religious foundations. 

1 have believed, ever since I read that in 1955, that here is a tre- 
mendous possibility from the standpoint of the free world, from the 
standpoint of the belief in religion that we profess to have as the 
loundation of our whole national and cultural existence. 
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Unfortunately, very little has been done in this direction. I think 
very little effort has been made to think out or to act on the idea of 
forging bonds- of international religious solidarity, not from the stand- 
point of confusing or mixing up religions, but from the standpoint of 
meeting the challenge to human civilization and religiously-based 
civilization, which is the essence of this world crisis. _ • '» . * 
Mr. Arens. Dr. Lowry," is the struggle exclusively an ideological 
struggle between the forces of freedom and'fcommunism? 

Di\ Lowry.' The answer to that query, Mr. Arens, is definitely 
"No " The struggle is a total struggle. It seems to me enormously 
important that we realize that for the first time in history we are 
engaged on a global scale in a total struggle. 

Now of course, ideology, if you go into its details enough, takes in a 
great many aspects of all this. But I think it is best for us to realize 
that the struggle is a military and technological struggle. It is also 
a political struggle, including diplomatic, here— diplomacy being 
perhaps the cutting edge of the political struggle, a large part of it. 

It is also an economic struggle. Right now, the economic- aspects 
of this struggle are being stepped up by the Soviets. Many of our 
informed leaders are warning us that the Soviets are on the move from 
the standpoint of aggressive, militant economic warfare. Incidentally, 
I would like to put in this record that I believe this Avas predicted 
before Khrushchev. It was actually prophesied and the groundwork 
of analysis was laid by Stalin in his report to the 19th party congress, 
in October 1952, published in English as Economic Problems of bocial- 
ism in the U. S. S. R. Stalin here predicts and clearly lays down the 
idea that the coming struggle is economic. , 

Then there is the ideological struggle, and this includes the psycho- 
logical, educational, moral, spiritual, religious, perhaps the cultural. 
In many ways we can get at this reality. It is, I believe, enormously 
important. , » , . , '» 

But we must not oversimplify. We must not get a false idea ot 
the simplicity of this struggle, because I think it is an overall, a total 
struggle. I wouldn't neglect any one of these different aspects. _ 

I would say, however, and I believe this very much, that I think 
our tendency in the United States has been to be preoccupied with 
the military, the political, and less so, but perhaps increasingly witli 
the economic, while we neglect, relatively speaking, the ideological 
side of this struggle. - . . „ , . , 

I think that this is based partly on an oversimplified view ot com- 
munism that the public tends to have. # , 

As I see it, the American public, the great majority of our people, 
are against communism; they see it as a kind of dull, oblong blur, 
verv bad, very dark: we ought to be agamst,it, but lt.isn t anything 
immediate. It seems to. them remote. It isn't- at hand^ Passing, 
real. It isn't a threat that might be on us tomorrow. Irue, they 
think it is a threat, but it is not immediate, close to our lives, one we 
reallv need to be worried about. I think this is because the great 
maiority of bur people tend to see communism as purely a power 
phenomenon. I call this sometimes the gangster theory of com- 



This is a serious oversimplification, if my analysis is at all correct, 
because this neglects the fact that communism ongi nated m the 
S ol intellectuals, in an intellectual system; that it has the ability 
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to penetrate the minds and souls of intellectuals, less today in the 
West than formerly but more so in the East, in the African countries 
and in Latin-America where there is 'an increasing threat at this 
moment from the standpoint of penetrating the minds of potential 
leaders. 

I have made this statement many times. I want to emphasize it. 
I have stated that communism, even in its ideology, believes in naked 
power, believes in police and armies, believes in technology. This is 
in the ideology. It explains the sputniks and the magnification of 
science in Soviet education and society. 

Nevertheless, communism cannot ' advance, communism cannot 
function without a hard core of dedicated, convinced leaders with 
enough mentality to handle the ideas of this system, for the strategy 
of communism is to take a set of these leaders into an upset social 
situation, exaggerate and increase the difficulties; bring on civil 
strife, and finally try to win power by violent revolution or through 
controlled elections, depending on conditions. The day, therefore 
that communism ceases to be able to make converts among intellec- 
tuals, that day its doom will be written. It will no longer be able to 
function as a revolutionary force. 

This is not to say it is just ideological. It is to say it has to have 
the ideological core m order to function across the board, socially, 
P ™ c y ' subversivel y> in terms of our whole troubled world. 

Mr. Arens. Is there, in your judgment, time for the marshaling 
of the forces of the free world to oppose the ideology of communism? 

Dr. Lowry. This is one of those crystal ball questions. I tend to 
be on this matter, I wouldn't say an optimist, but certainly not a 
pessimist. I don't believe in giving in to pessimism. Sometimes we 
wonder if there is time. This is a big undertaking. We wonder if 
there is time. 

Yet, I am a little bit encouraged by this consideration, that the 
Communists, too, make mistakes. It is a mistake, in my .judgment, 
to assume that the Communists are supermen, that they are a different 
breed of men, that they are giants. This is not true. They are men 
who are able to concentrate on their system, concentrate* on their 
ideas who have achieved a great deal, in a sense. But they run into 
problems. They are undertaking an essentially very difficult thing. 
Remember, the Communist is undertaking to change human nature 
completely. He is undertaking to take over the world. This is a 
colossal undertaking. And he is undertaking to do this with a system 
that doesn't try, to get all the people lined up as Communists. He 
tries to operate by an iron dictatorship of a minority over any given 
people. 

, This leads to the possibility of many problems. This is what has 
-held communism back so far, in my judgment; this, and the magnifi- 
cent resistance of people and youth to the transformation of human 
nature into another and alien image. For example, the whole business 
.in 1956, the thing that happened at the 20th party congress in Febru- 
ary then the cold revolution in Poland, followed by the hot revolution 
m Hungary, a very tragic end to a blinding moment of glory. Never- 
theless, it did communism much harm; Even now, it is not clear that 
;Khrushchev has completely consolidated his power, that he has no 
problems from the standpoint of the power situation at home. This 
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may well be the clue to bis singular ardor for a quick meeting at the 
summit. , , . » 

So, let's remember that tbey have weaknesses: They have feet of 
clay. Tbey have points of vumerability, if we are willing to search, 
these out and if we are willing to exploit them; , . , 

So while I sometimes worry from the standpomt of tune, 1 ttanic 
there is time— if we have the will, not just to have ah inconclusive 
outcome, to go on forever in this cold-war situation, but if we would 
have a will to win this principled ideological struggle, if we would 
have a will to achieve a world in which we could get over the interrup- 
tion of history that has been taking place, I would say, for nearly two 
decades, and have an open future again, in which mankind, as nations 
and societies and individuals, could advance and realize the poten- 
tialities and possibilities of human nature in relation to their par- 
ticular cultures and social situations. 

Mr Arens. What are the mechames wluch you propose oi the mai- 
shaling of the forces of the religious powers of the world against the 
ideolosrv of communism? . , . , 

Dr Xowry. This, I think, would obviously have to come in several 
stages First of all, we must take a united stand. We must form 
our own united front. I use that phrase debberately. . 

Here, in this country, this -is what we are attempting to do m the 
T?oundati6n for Religious Action, where we have brought representa- 
tives of all faiths together for the common purpose of opposing com- 
munism with spiritual weapons and, on the other side, of strengthening 
the moral and religious foundations of our democracy. _ 

I believe that if we could forge a really vital front, not just have one 
more rump organization, if we could have Protestants, Catholics 
Jewish, Greek Orthodox, all believers in God, all welded together as a 
sin«dc force, then I think we would have taken the first great step. 
The second step," it seems to me, would consist of embassies of 

friendship and understanding, that would be du-eclcd to other gieat 

^Sme^articularize there. We are all worried about the Middle 
East. I, personally, believe that Islam, as a religion as a faith, has 
m many respects offered and would still offer, if the leaders and peop es 
of this area could be helped to see the ultimate issues, the most solid 
opposition to communism, perhaps, of any religion. The men and 
women of Islam, as I have talked with some of tbem, don't compromise 
m their own minds at all with communism. They have a lot here to 
teach Christians. They believe that communism and Islam with its 
faith in God, are unalterably opposed. There is a potentiality that is 
very great here, from the standpoint of such a 3 oint front as I would 

Vi Now e S g r^rd to Buddhism and Hinduism, possibly even 
Confucianism among the Chinese of southeast Asia, as well as the 
GhffiH? Formosa 2 to say nothing of latent ^^wS^^S 
the Chinese behind the Bamboo Curtain, there is, I think, a gieat 
opportunity, from the angle of ethical and human and smritual values, 
wluch are just as real in these traditions and civdizations as m our 
' owi and are just as menaced by militant, absolute, Communist 

- at SoTwould like to see embassies of friendship and understanding 
and peace that would try to make contact with leaders and repre-

sentative people in these faiths, from the standpoint of what we have 
in common, Irom the standpoint of facing the universal hopes and 
aspirations ot men and assisting the desires of people to build a better 
world, a more worthy civilization, on a worldwide or global scale 
These would be possibilities. 

i 9 Mr. Arbns. What are the principal elements in the ideology which 
is now contending with communism in this battle for the minds of men? 
m Dr. Lowry. That is a very fundamental question. I would answer 
it by giving the principal elements that are present and should be 
contending in all cases. I don't think these are as clear as they ought 
to be in the minds of people in our country and in the free world. It 
is part of our problem to make this clear and to activate, in their full 
power, these elements. 

We might rephrase the actual title of that question and ask: What 
are the beliefs that sustain, or should be sustaining, the free world? 
I would like to put the answer to that under five heads, which might 
be understood as representing the nucleus of what I conceive to be 
the ideology of democracy. 

I ought to add something here which I believe is most important; 
that democracy in its modern form, democracy as a phenomenon in 
modern history, can only be understood as a child of Christian civili- 
zation, as a particular development, almost an offspring, of the Judaic- 
Christian tradition, working in history over a period of 2,500 years 
and more. Therefore, there is a relation between what we have called 
the # ideology of religion and 'that of democracy, I conceive of five 
basic beliefs in the ideology of democracy: 

1. The dignity, innate value, and inalienable rights of man, which 
means all men, every individual. I believe we find this almost as a 
■ central core m our own great state papers. I believe it is the thing 
we are thinking about a great deal in our own democracy today and 
m the worldwide battle between freedom and mental, spiritual, and 
physical tyranny. 

* I would like, in that connection, to mention a. phrase that I owe to 
Father John Courtney Murray, one of the great minds, I think, of 
contemporary America. Father Murray, in a recent article in 
Modern Age, uses a Latin phrase which he translates in a special 
way. The phrase is res sacra homo, which he says must be trans- 
lated, m 'man is a sacredness." Father Murray calls this the central 
Christian concept. 

This, to me, has been an illuminating and inspiring thing that I 
think we ought to dwell on morelieeply in our thinking. It was this 
Christian concept of man as a sacredness that gave the impulse to our 
Founding Fathers, to the Declaration of Independence, and to our 
Constitution and Bill of Eights. 

2. The providence of God. We might say the providence and the 
fatherhood of God, God as the ruler of history, and God as the Father 
of- all human beings, of the whole human family. I believe this to be 
the second item m our nuclear democratic ideology. We tend to 
soft-pedal it or salute it diffidently across great, spaces. Yet it is 
fundamental in the American tradition, and, without it, where is our 
view of man? 9 

3. The integrity and ultimate sovereignty of the people. This is 
present, it seems to me, as a fundamental element in democratic 
ideology. The people are sovereign. Government derives from them 
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and must be responsible, not to some central committee or top bureau, 
but to tbe peopled - . .- ' . . , * 1 

4 In American thinking— and I believe this is" sound on a universal 
scale, I believe it comes out of the Jewish-Christian insight— \re have 
to speak also of the limitation and the division of governmental power. 

The reason for this is not merely political. It is not just to have a 
complex constitution or political instrument of guidance. It is 
because man, and here I mean all men, have also weaknesses, as well 
as the strength of their divine creation or then- creation inthe image of 
God. They have a tendency to self-centeredness, a tendency to 
selfishness, a tendency to love of power. This expresses itself in 
fashions that might upset the balance and stabdity of a society. 

Incidentally, James Madison saw this at the time of the writing 
of our Constitution. I think he saw it. very clearly. In seeking to 
<*uard against the peril of factions and at the same time maintain 
restraint upon the Central Government, Madison was led to a formu- 
lation of the law of political balance, Avhich has been compared with 
Newton's law of gravitation in physics. This is why our Federal 
Constitution is one of checks and balances. . 

I believe that there is, in a sound democratic ideology, this weakness 
of man that needs to be taken account of in his form of government, 
as well as the inherent strength and ultimate integrity and, certainly, 
the right of the people to decide. 

Recently it has come to me, in thinking about the problems oi the 
Fourth Republic of Franco, that they have had, since then revolution, 4 
republics; they have bad 3 or 4 monarchies; and they have had a 
number of .dictatorships. 

By contrast, and I say this with great respect and love ioi laance, 
"every man's second country," it is a remarkable and plcasmg thing 
that, 'in the United States of America, we have had since 1776, cer- 
tainly since our Constitution of 1787,. we have had an uninterrupted 
Government, a Government of perfect continuity. We are the oldest 
in this sense of continuous government under one constitution m tiie 
world. The reason,' I 'think, is that great thought was given to the • 
• fundamental ideas'on which a government should be based, on which a 
society should be based. " * -a 

5 Looking at our Founding Fathers and the democratic ideology 
' all along the way, there is the idea, perhaps the dream and the vision, 
of a new and fairer age of liberty and democracy for all people, not 
only for America, not only for people oh tins continent but on all

We felt 
that, if this was all we had, then we were, indeed, suffering from 
spiritual malnutrition. 

There seemed to be an indication or a tendency to feel that toler- 
ance, freedom, openmindedness, and pluralism, or the idea of a plural- 
istic society, were the sustaining beliefs. 

I venture to think this is a grave misconception. Tolerance is a 
derivative absolute, in my judgment; not a primary and independent 
absolute. The same goes for freedom; the same goes for openminded- 
ness; the same goes for a plural society. These derivative absolutes 
will not hold up unless we have a view of reality, including man, that 
really sustains these virtues of tolerance, of freedom, of openminded- 
ness, of a plural society. 

1 1 think this is the big problem, as we face communism. Commu- 
nism has come before the world, proclaiming an absolute. I believe it 
is a false absolute, although I was impressed by Bishop Fulton Sheen's 
idea that communism has got hold of the cross, of sacrifice, without 
Christ, whereas, as he says, we in the free world are trying to hold on 
to Christ, without the cross. 1 We would just as soon get on happily 
without sacrifice. To me, this is, a very thought-provoking idea. 

Unless we are willing to face the fact that we have got to do clear 
thinking on this matter of absolutes and of what undergirds the super- 
structure of our democratic society, of our fine ideal, in which I believe 
very much, of tolerance, of freedom, of openmindedness, of a plural 
society, then it may. be that what we have in our hands is a sword 
that will break, will splinter in pieces when we come up against an 
ideology that proclaims an absolute, even if it is a false absolute.

Mrs.- Braden's ap- 
pearance has been postponed, 
however. 

In a prepared statement the 
Bradens said, in part; "These 
hearings are apparently designed 
to harass" white people working

Braden was sentenced to 15 
years in prison under a Kentucky 
sedition lav/, but the conviction 
was overturned by a Supreme 
Court -ruling. The charges grew 
out of. the Bradens buying a house 
in a white neighborhood in 1954, 
then turning it over to. Negroes. 
The house v/as later bombed. 
Both Bradens were indicted on 
the contentipn of the state's at 
torney that the Bradens* part in 
the case was calculated to incite 
racial turmoil and amounted to 
sedition. 

Don West, former minister and 
professor who farms 200 acres of 
land near Douglasville, and who 
has been linked with Communi§t 
activities in the past, said Sun- 
day that he had been subpoenaed.

West, whose wife was injured 
recently in an automobile accident 
in Kentucky, said that he will have 
to leave his wife's bedside in 
order to appear before the com- 
mittee.

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Feldman, in taking refuge be- 
hind the First and Fifth Amend- 
ments some^ 40 times, gave the 
committee only his name, address 
and occupation. 

Feldman refused to say whether 
he was editor of the Southern 
News.

The- Witness also- refused to say 
whether he ever characterized 
himself as a . Southerner and 
spoke at a Chicago rally on the 
subject, "A White Southerner 
Looks at Civil Rights." He also 
refused to say whether Don West 
contributes articles to the publica-^ 
tion. Arens said West does. 

BUSINESS MANAGER ^ * . 

Perry Cartwright of Chicago 
testified he is business manager 
of the Southern News Letter, 
which he said is sent mainly to 
Southern white people who "don't 
go along with Rep. Walter's good 
friend, Gov, Griffin,, on segrega- 
tion." 

Gov. Griffin welcomed the sub- 
committee to Georgia earlier in 
the day and Rep. Walter com- 
mented that he admired the gov- 
ernor. 

When- Cartwright continued to 
attack the motives of the com- 
mittee and speak sarcastically of 
"Rep. Walter's friend, Gov. Grif- 
fin,", ^the committee chairman 
interrupted to tell him; "Let's not 
be funny." 

Walter said, "I'm not fortunate 
enough to be , among the gov- 
ernor's friends because I just met t 
him this morning." He added, 
angrily, that the committee was 
interested in communism, not 
integration . or/ segregation; - 
~ Cartwright told the committee, 
"You know perfectly well I'm not* 
a Communist." *.'.■' - - i 



TMrs. iSaba toicf tfiesubeommit- 
tee that she lost her job as a 
receptionist to two Roanoke physi- 
cians "after she received her sub- 
poena to the Atlanta hearing. She 
got in a wrangle with committee 
members over whether the 
physicians fired her because she 
didn*t intend to cooperate or 
whether she was fired just be- 
cause she was subpoenaed.

Irving Fishman, deputy U.S. 
clerk of customs at New York, 
testified that the, flow of com- 
munist propaganda publications 
into this country is increasing 
steadily. He said a number of the 
publications come into the South. 

A large volume of the publica- 
tions is unsolicited, ^Fishman testi- 
fied. He said some of the publica- 
tions are sent to colleges, includ- 
ing4hose in>Georgia. 3 

The hearings r will resume at 
10 a.m. Wednesday and will con- 
tinue through Thursday. 



A Check on Subversion 

ATLANTA EXTENDS, its hand in hospi- 
tality to a congressional subcommit- 
tee looking for any signs of Communist 
infiltration into industrialized areas of the 
South.

Subpenas may be issued under 
the signature of the chairman of the committee or any subcommittee, or by any 
member designated by any such chairman, and may be served by any person 
designated by any such chairman or member.

Rule XII 

LEGISLATIVE OVERSIGHT BY STANDING COMMITTEES 

Sec. 136. To assist the Congress in appraising the administration of the laws 
and in developing such amendments or related legislation as. it may deem neces- 
sary, each standing committee of the Senate and the House of Representatives 
shall exercise continuous watchfulness of the execution by the administrative

SYNOPSIS 



The Kremlin-controlled international Communist-propaganda ma- 
chine is bombarding student and youth groups in the United States 
and throughout the free world with a flood of multilingual propaganda, 
according to Irving Fishman, Deputy Collector of Customs in New 
York City, who testified in the course of public hearings held by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities in Washington, D. 0., on 
June 11 and 12, 1958. 

Although over one-half million pieces of Communist propaganda 
destined for student and youth groups enter the United States 
monthly, none of this material is labeled as Communist, or registered 
as required under the Foreign Agents Registration Act, because the^ . 
Soviet apparatus has adopted the devious tactics of channeling it 
into the United States through non-Communist countries, Mr. 
Fishman pointed out. 

Mr. Fishman asserted that there are two principal Commuaist- 
inspired international youth groups. The first is the International 
Union of Students, founded in 1946, with headquarters in Prague, 
" Czechoslovakia, which has branches in most countries; and the 
second group is the World Federation of Democratic Youth, which 
claims over 85 million members in 97 countries of the world. Mr. 
Fishman's testimony was a result of a study on the subject matter 
which he made in Europe at the request of Chairman Francis E. 
Walter. . 

In the course of the hearings, the committee interrogated Sam 
Pevzner of New York City, who identified himself as a free-lance 
writer, but who refused to answer any questions respecting Com-, 
munist Party membership and activities, and refused to comment 
respecting a number of articles bearing his name as author which have 
appeared in Communist publications. ' N 

The committee likewise interrogated Annette T. Rubinstein, of New 
York City, who identified herself as a free-lance writer, a lecturer, and 
a former teacher. Miss Rubinstein likewise refused to answer any 
questions respecting Communist Party membership and activities, or 
to co mm ent respecting a number of exhibits which were displayed to 
her bearing her name as a participant in several Communist enterprises. 
Boris Cohen, of New York City, testified that he was an owner of the 
Prompt Printing Press, Inc., which has over the course of many years 
printed several Communist publications. Mr. Cohen testified that 
he was not a member of the Communist Party as of the time of the 
hearings and that he had not been a member of the Communist Party 
since 1949. 

Thomas J. Brandon, of New York City, president of the Brandon- 
Films, Inc., testified with respect to certain films from behind the 
Iron Curtain which his company distributes in the United States and 
which are imported by Axtkino Films, Inc., which is registered as a

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foreign agent under the Foreign Agents Registration Act. Mr. Bran- 
don testified that, although his company; distributes Iron Curtain 
motion pictures which are imported by a registered agent, his company, 
the Brandon Films, Inc., is not itself within the purview of the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act. 

Nathan B. Lenvin, Chief of the Registration Section of the Internal 
Security Division of the Department of Justice, testified that under 
the present interpretations of the Foreign Agents Registration Act, 
the agent of an agent of a foreign principal who disseminates Com- 
munist propaganda is not required to register under that act unless 
the organization with which such agent of an agent is dealing is in 
fact a foreign principal. Mr. Lenvin made certain suggestions to the 
committee respecting amendments to the Foreign Agents Registration 
Act.

The Chairman. The committee will be m order. 

The purpose of these hearings here, in Washington today and 
tomorrow is to inquire further into the highly efficient and dangerous 
propaganda machinery of the Communist conspiracy. ^ This com- 
mittee, which has been carefully examining this subject through 
investigations and hearings in major cities of our Nation, has received 
extensive evidence regarding huge amounts of Communist propaganda 
imported into the United States from Iron Curtain countries and the 
distribution of - this subversive material to large segments of our 
society, to the Communist-dominated foreign-language press, to cer- 
tain United States printing houses and Communist Party bookshops. 
These investigations and hearings have revealed the need for strength- 
. ©ring existing legislation designed to identify and label Communist 
propaganda which is being disseminated in this country. 

The instant hearings will deal not only with imported Communist 
propaganda but also with American distributors of Iron Curtain 
propaganda, American propagandists for the Communist conspiracy 
and American printers of Communist propaganda. Under present 
interpretations of the Foreign Agents Registration Act domestic dis- 
tributors holding contracts with agents of a foreign principal are not 
always required to register. By the device of removing themselves 
one step from the source of the propaganda, certain Communist dis- 

2425 
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tributors escape the requirement to disclose pertinent information to 
the Department of Justice. American printers of Communist propa- 
ganda are similarly situated insofar as Federal scrutiny is concerned. 
These and related matters of equal significance are expected to be 
covered in these hearings. 

At this point, I wish to incorporate in the record the authorization 
of the House Committee on Un-American Activities for this series of 
hearings. 

(Excerpts from the minutes of the committee meeting held 
May 21, 1958:) 

Resolution for Washington Hearings, June 11-12, 1958 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted: 
' » " Be ** Resolved, That a hearing by the committee or a subcommittee thereof, 
be held in Washington, D. C, beginning on the 11th day of June 1958, or on any 
other date fixed by the chairman of the committee, and that the staff be authorized 
to conduct investigations deemed reasonably necessary in preparation thereof, 
relating to the following subjects, and having the legislative purposes indicated: 

"1. Entry and dissemination within the United States of foreign Communist 
Party propaganda, the legislative purpose being to determine the necessity for, 
and advisability of, amendments to the Foreign Agents Registration Act, designed 
more effectively to counteract the Communist schemes and devices now used in 
avoiding the prohibitions of the act; 

"2. Execution by administrative agencies concerned of laws requiring the 
listing of printing presses and machines capable of being used to produce or 
publish printed matter, in the possession, custody, ownership or control of the 
Communist Party or Communist fronts, the legislative purpose being to assist 
Congress in appraising the administration of title 50, United States Code, section 
786 (6), and in developing such amendments to the Internal Security Act of 1950 
as it may deem necessary; 

"3. The diffusion within the United States of subversive Communist propa- 
ganda for the purpose of obtaining additional information for use by the com- 
mittee in its consideration of section 16 of H. R. 9352 relating to' the proposed 
amendment of section 4 of the Communist Control Act of 1954, prescribing a 
penalty for knowingly and wilfully becoming or remaining a member of the 
Communist Party with knowledge of the purposes or objectives thereof. 

"4. Any other matter within the jurisdiction of the Committee which it, or any - 
subcommittee thereof appointed to conduct this hearing, may designate."

t Mr. Arens. Mr. Fishman, in order to abbreviate some of the pre- 
liminary testimony, may I ask you if it is not a fact that in the recent 
past the chairman of this committee, Mr. Walter, designated you as 
a special consultant to the committee and arranged for you to go to 
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principal capitals in Europe for 'the purpose of ascertaining certain 
information? Is that correct? 

Mr. Fishman. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. Where did you go? 

Mr. Fishman. London, England; Paris, France; Berlin, Germany; 
Rome, Italy. 

(Representative Moulder entered the hearing room.) 

Mr. Arens. Is it a fact, Mr. Fishman, and I am again trying to 
abbreviate some of the testimony, that you contacted in the central 
capitals of non-Communist countries in Europe, your counterparts in 
security work, who were instrumental in giving you certain information 
concerning which you are to testify? 

Mr. Fishman. That is correct. m 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Fishman, you have previously testified at length 
before this committee on several occasions, respecting Communist 
propaganda which comes into the United States from Iron Curtain 
countries; have you not? 

Mr. Fishman. I have. . A ^ 

Mr. Arens. And Communist propaganda which comes into the 
United States from Iron Curtain countries, in general, is subject to 
scrutiny by the Customs Service, and is subject, m many instances, to 
certain provisions of the Foreign Agents Registration Act, is that 
correct? 

Mr. Fishman. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. But the chairman of this committee and you in con- 
sultation were concerned about Communist propaganda which orig- 
inates in Iron Curtain countries, but which is transshipped mto the 
United States from the- non-Communist countries, that is correct- 
is it not? 

Mr. Fishman. That is correct. m . # 

Mr. Arens. Under the existing law and regulations is Communist 
propaganda which comes into the United States from friendly; coun- 
tries subject to any scrutiny by the Customs Service or subject to 
any of the provisions of the Foreign Agents Registration Act? 

Mr. Fishman. I would like to explore that very briefly. 

Actually the Foreign Agents Registration Act concerns itself to some 
degree with the agency relationship between the sender of this material 
to the United' States and the foreign government itself. Following 
* this principle the Department of Justice in an opinion sent to the 
Treasury Department and to the Post Office Department said that 
it may be presumed that political propaganda sent from the Soviet 
bloc countries to the United States has its source m the Soviet Gov- 
ernment and the Soviet bloc countries' governments. But on the 
other hand, the Justice Department has advised the Post Office 
Department and the Treasury Department that with regard to such 
propaganda emanating from friendly nations, it is necessary. to 
establish an agency relationship. ' . 

Now, since that would be almost impossible without making an 
investigation in each instance, we limit our examination on all of this 
material coming from friendly countries. # m m 

Mr. Arens. As a practical matter, then it is true, is it not, Mr. 
Fishman, that all of the propaganda which comes from Iron Curtain 
countries, but which is transshipped via friendly countries, comes in 
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without scrutiny or without processing pursuant to the provisions of 
the Foreign Agents "Registration Act? 
Mr. Fishman. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. So the record may be clear in an introductory manner, 
may I also ask you if .the chairman did not in like manner solicit you 
in this study which you have made abroad with the security agencies 
of the friendly governments to develop and procure information re- 
specting the worldwide Communist youth activities? 

Mr. Fishman. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly at the outset give us a word as to 
the volume of Communist propaganda which is coming into the United 
States now from non-Communist countries, but which originates, in 
the first instance, in Communist countries? 

Mr. Fishman. It would be extremely difficult to estimate this vol- 
ume, for the reason just explained. Under ordinary circumstances, 
printed material and all other books, magazines and literature emanat- 
ing in friendly countries receives ordinary customs treatment for the 
purposes of determining dutiability and so on. We do not subject 
this material to the same type of scrutiny that we do printed ma- 
terial emanating from the Soviet bloc countries. 

Accordingly, since most of this material is passed at the the forty- 
five-and-some-odd ports of entry where we have no propaganda con- 
trol units, we would merely be estimating. I would assume from 
observations made that it reaches astronomical figures. 

Mr. Arens. Did you converse with the authorities in the police 
agencies in these principal capitals in Europe with respect to any 
control they may be undertaking to exercise over this Communist 
propaganda which is being processed via their countries? 

Mr. Fishman. Yes; I did. 

Mr. Arens. What was the estimate, or what were their observations 
with respect to the quantity^of this'material? 

^ Mr ; Fishman. The foreign governments with whom this general 
situation was discussed pointed out that they had no legislation com- 
parable to the Foreign Agents Registration Act. They had no 
requirement that an agent of a foreign government register with the 
government in which the entry was made. Neither was it necessary 
for these foreign agents to keep these governments apprised of their 
activities. 

Their concern, of course, was with any propaganda material which 
advocated the overthrow of the particular country. They did know 
and did point out that there were in the respective countries many 
wholesale and retail establishments where all Communist propaganda 
material could be purchased for domestic consumption and for export 
to the United States. 

Mr. Arens. How many establishments did you visit within the 
principal capitals of Europe which were developing or processing 
Communist material? 

Mr. Fishman. In each country in the company of government 
officials and in some areas as a tourist, I visited from 3 to 5 book- 
shops where all of the material such as we have previously discussed 
at our hearings was available for sale, either in retail or wholesale 
quantities. 

Mr. Arens. This is material which has been printed or developed 
in the Iron Curtain countries and processed through the non-Commu- 
nist countries, is that correct? 
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Mr. Fishman. Yes. In some areas the bookshops were directly 
associated with Soviet Union Governments. 

Mr, Arens. In addition to this material, are there two other general 
classes of material coming into the United States, Mr. Fishman, 
namely, material which comes directly from Iron Curtain countries 
to the United States and, secondly, material which is developed, in 
the first instance, in a non-Communist country and sent into the 
United States? 

Mr. Fishman. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. Does the Foreign Agents Registration Act cover the 
material which is developed in a non-Communist country? 

Mr. Fishman. From the standpoint of control of importation, it 
does not. 

Mr. Arens. Can you give us a word about the general appraisal by 
the security officers abroad of the volume of this Communist material 
which is coming into the United States? 

Mr. Fishman. In most countries these officials were loath to esti- 
mate the volume. In 1 or 2 instances they mentioned the regular 
receipt of quantity shipments in lots of 5,000 each andupwards. 

Mr. Arens. What is your general appraisal on the basis of your 
study of this problem in the course of the last several months as to 
the probable quantity of this material which is coming into the 
United States regularly? 

Mr. Fishman. It would be very difficult to make such an estimate. 
I would assume on the basis of our past experience that at any given 
port of entry there would be at least 15,000 to 20,000 individual pieces 
of printed matter which arrives indirectly from the Soviet bloc 
countries. 

Mr. Arens. Over what period of time? 
Mr. Fishman. Each month. 

Mr. Arens. And would that be true in each of the forty-odd ports 
of entry? 

Mr. Fishman. My statement is based on my experience in many 
of the areas wbich I visited personally. It is safe to assume that 
since the propaganda program covers every area of the United States 
that that would be true. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Fishman, as to this propaganda material which is 
coming into the United States, does the recipient pay the total cost 
of publication? 

Mr. Fishman. No. Most of these publications sell for a very 
nominal sum, and my estimate would be that it does not cover more 
than perhaps 5 to 10 percent of the actual cost of the publication. 

Mr. Arens. Does this material in every instance indicate to the 
reader that it is Communist material as such and created by the 
Communist conspiracy? 

Mr. Fishman. No; not at all. As a matter of fact, first indications 
are that it may be published in the language country, actually. t If 
it was printed in Spanish it might give the impression as having 
emanated in a. Spanish-speaking country, French language in France, 
and so on. 

Mr. Arens. So the recipient of this material would not know, 
unless he were thoroughly expert in the Communist line and Com- 
munist objectives that he had material which was developed by the 
Communists and spewn into this country; is that correct? 
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Mr. Irishman. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. Is this material under present interpretations of the 
Foreign Agents Registration Act subject to any inspection or labeling? 
Mr. Fishman. From the friendly countries? 
Mr. Arens. Yes. 
Mr. Fishman. No. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly tell us if you are conversant with the 
provisions of the omnibus security bill introduced by the chairman of 
this committee, Mr. Walter, H. R. 9937? 

Mr. Fishman. Yes. 

(Representative Scherer. entered the hearing room.) \L^** 

Mr. Arens. What suggestions do you have regardiijgflpL 9937 so 
as to meet this situation which you nave discussed? -^^w^ 9 * 

Mr. Fishman. The necessity for establishing this agency relation- 
ship I spoke of would, in my opinion, require a further amendment 
of the act to define as an agent of a foreign government anyone who 
sends political Communist propaganda to the United States. The 
present significant amendments, as I see it, have to do with the labeling 
of this material and I think that the amendments to the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act would very materially assist in our efforts 
to control Communist propaganda material. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly give us a word with respect to 
the principal countries through which this Communist propaganda is 
coming without any scrutiny or without any impact by the, Foreign 
Agents Registration Act? 

Mr. Fishman. Well, I would include all of the European countries, 
friendly countries, and we are more particularly at this moment 
concerned with a great deal of this material which comes into the 
United States through Canada. 

Mr. Arens. What is the quantity or the best estimate you can make 
as to the quantity of the material which comes into the United States 
through Canada? 

Mr. Fishman. There are thousands of such publications involved. 
I do not have the figures. 

Mr. Arens. Are these thousands of publications individual publi- 
cations? 

Mr. Fishman. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Are they Communist publications? 

Mr. Fishman. They all expound the Communist doctrine, but since 
they very carefully avoid the place of origin, I wouldn't know just 
where they were printed. 

Mr. Arens. Who are the principal recipients of this Communist 
propaganda which is coming into the United States via the non- 
Communist countries? 

Mr. Fishman. Individuals, for the most part, people engaged in 
mining work, manufacturing, industry, and of course in almost every 
instance the student groups in the colleges and universities and sec- 
ondary schools in the United States! 

Mr. Arens. In what languages is this Communist propaganda 
prepared? 

Mr. Fishman. In some instances, in 6 or 7 languages. 
Mr. Arens. And to what countries other than the United States, 
is this Communist propaganda destined? 
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Mr. Fishman. Our experience shows that a good deal of this mate- 
rial is intended for the Latin American countries. 

Mr. Arens. Do you have any id.ea as to the quantity of the material 
coming from the non-Communist countries into Latin America? 

Mr. Fi&hman. Some time ago we made some inquiry into^ the 
transshipment of this material through New Orleans, Louisiana, 
and we found that there were thousands of bags of mail each day 
which came from South American countries through New Orleans into v 
other South American countries. 

Mr. Arens. What class of postage is applicable to this Communist 
propaganda? 

Mr. Fishman. Most of it comes parcel post, fourth-class mail. 
Mr. Arens. And it is not subject to inspection, is that correct? 
Mr. Fishman. No. 

Mr. Arens. And it is never labeled; is that correct? 
Mr. Fishman. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. Can you give us just a word, please, Mr. Fishman, 
before we move on to the next general subject which we want to 
pursue with you, namely, students and student organizations oyer 
the world — give us just an idea, please, sir, of the type of material 
which comes in from the standpoint of subject matter and content? 

Mr. Fishman. The general class of propaganda hasn't changed 
except for the fact that it has become more subtle. It, of course, 
touches on most of the significant matters before the American 
public. It presents views from a Communist standpoint. 

Mr. Arens. Go right ahead, please, sir. 

Mr. Fishman. And of course it presents the situation in the Com- 
munist countries as being one round of good times, peace and pros- 
perity, sufficient employment for all, and no one has any problems, 
and there are no difficulties at all. 

Of course, many of these publications recently have taken up the 
situation in Latin America. New Times, for example, in the last 
several issues has discussed the problems which confronted Vice 
President Nixon, and offered comments as to the reasons as well as 
the basis for the resentment of his visit. 

Mr. Arens. What is the principal line, or what are the principal 
lines of this Communist propaganda material? 

Mr. Fishman. The propaganda machine must have a whipping boy 
which changes from time to time. Currently, , there is a good deal 
of effort being made to deal with the nuclear testing problem and 
voluminous material has been printed and sent to the United States, 
all dealing with this subject. 

Another very significant piece of propaganda now deals with the 
objections to colonialism, and we have a good deal of material here 
this morning which points up the efforts made to arouse interest in 
both of these issues. * "

Mr. Willis. What magazine is that? ... 
Mr. Fishman. This is New Times, printed in the Soviet Union. 
Mr. Willis. Printed in the Soviet Union? 

This is a ^^JsSSSS^l. , U > P ru ^ ed 
in Russian, English, French, German, SpanisETTolish, Czech, Ru-

Vi ce President RichardftNixon has taken advantage of the invitation to attend 
the"""mauguration of President Arturo Frondizi of Argentin a to visit seven other 
South American countries.

r^rnmcan papers say he has been entrusted with the delicate mission of dis- 
pelling, or at least mitigating, the strong anti-United States sentiment prevailing 
in these countries. 

It goes on: 

The Vice President has done his level best to convince the Latin Americans 
of Washington's "good will" toward their countries. In his speeches in Par- 
liaments, universities, and at banquets he has been painting a rosy picture of the 
policy followed by the United States in this part of the world and has been generous 
with promises. 

But the South Americans are sick and tired of Washington's promises. Their 
public and business leaders asked Nixon to explain why the United States was 
pursuing a policy detrimental to their countries' economies, why it was interfering 
in their internal affairs; and why it was supporting reactionary dictatorships. 

But it was perhaps in Buenos. Aires and Montevideo that Nixon felt most 
uncomfortable, for, according to papers hundreds of people in these two capitals 
greeted him with boos, whoops, and shouts of "Go home, Nixon." 

In the next issue, of course, they followed Mr. Nixon into Uruguay 
and Paraguay, and this comment about President Eisenhower's 
efforts to raise the spirits of the Vice President by praising his courage, 
patience, and calmness, ends with: 

What encouragement for American leaders on good will missions to their 
southern neighbors. 

Mr. Arens. Now, Mr. Fishman, I should like to invite your atten- 
tion to the next general area of your inquiry, made at the behest of 
the chairman of this committee, namely, the world Communist 
student activities, or organizations and propaganda destined printir 
pally to capture, control, the student organizations and the students' 
minds. 

Would you proceed, at your own pace, please, sir, at the outset to 
give us a little background and history of the world Communist 
student organization? 

Mr. Fishman. The propaganda machine overlooks no one and be- 
gins its program with the very young. We have been able to obtain 
publications in some of the bookshops abroad and we have seen 
many sent to the United States which approach communism and the 
Communist doctrine beginning with comic books and little fairy tale 
books and winding up with learned material for the students in the 
colleges and universities. 

I have some samples of these which I would like to go into a little 
later, but I wanted to point out, first, that there are .two major 
organizations that deal with student activities on a world wide basis. 
One is the 

Mr. Arens. You mean Communist organizations? 

Mr. Fishman. Communist-inspired organizations. 

They are very careful to avoid any mention of the fact that they 
have been inspired and also sponsored by the Communist propaganda 
machine. That, however, is very obvious from the material, and the 
approach to most of the problems that these publications take. 

There are two important organizations andtl^ese are the ones we 
would like to deal with. The first is tbs^fftternational Union .of 
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Students. This is a group that was founded in 1946 and its head- 
quarters are located in Prague, Czechoslovakia. * ' 

The group, according to its constitution, considers itself as repre- 
senting all the students of the world. Its gatherings have been held 
over the years in major cities and the several Soviet bloc countries.. 
Its constitution proclaims that this group will "build again a better 
world, desirous of liberty, peace and progress to take that place in the 
vanguard of the youth of the jworld which we have held so often 
before in the course of history." 

Thepurpose of the, group, again as stated in this constitution, is to 
be an indispensable aid in the relationship of a just and lasting peace, 
and equality of all peoples and it purports to defend the rights and 
interests of students to promote improvements in their welfare and 
standards of education, and to help in preparing students for their 
tasks as democratic citizens. One of its aims is to achieve unity of 
all student movements in all countries. 

Mr. Arens. How many countries does it operate in? * > 

Mr. Fishman. According to the publicity it operates in all countries 
and encompasses every language, every school, regardless of where it 
is situated. 

Mr. Arbns. How many constituent members are there, or how 
many affiliates are there? 

Mr. Fishman. WelLthe IUS doesn't list the number of students 
in this group, but th^World Federatio n of Demojara tic Youth , which; 
is the associated group7^1rfni^8'5 , ^aillion members^m^T^^^ 

Mr. Arens. These are 85 million separate students? 

Mr. Fishman. In 97 countries. 

Mr. Arens. In 97 countries tied in with this group which is a 
Communist-controlled student group; is that correct? 
Mr. Fishman. That is correct. 
Mr. AR35N& Go right ahead, please, sir. 

Mr. Fishman. The constitution provides that its members are 
obliged to a,cceptr^r- 
Mr. Scherer. May I interrupt, Mr. Chairman? 
The Chairman. Mr. Scherer. 

Mr. Scherer. Do you have any figures as to how many students 
there are in the United States that belong to this group? 

Mr. Fishman. No. No ; I do not have that information. It would 
be almost impossible to estimate. What happens, actually, is that 
the International Union of Students, as well as 'the World Federation, 
claims an association with practically every school and every student 
organization in the United States. Many of the students' organiza-, 
tions have permitted this claim because they are completely unaware 
of the type of organization that is involved here. 

Mr. Arens. Is the literature of this Communist-ctotrolled organi- 
zation .beamed into the principal schools and colleges of the United- 
States? ' 

Mr. Fishman. Oh, yes. We have supplied to the committee on a 
confidential basis lists of names and addresses which show that copies 
of this material — and there are very many publications, individual 
publications, printed by both of these groups— have been addressed to; 
almost every school in the United States and to every student group 
in the United States.

Mr. Fishman, I would say 25,000, I would estimate of each publica- 
tion—between 25,000 and 50,000 are sent to the United States. 
Mr. Arens. Of each publication? 
Mr. Fishman. Of each publication. 

Mr. Arens* How many publications are there? .

Mr, AttENS. Would you say that there are approximately a dozen 
publications, separate publications, a month that come in from this 
international student organization? 
Mr. Fishman, At least. 

Mr. Arens. Would you say that substantially each of those has the 
same circulation as the other? 
Mr. Fishman. That is right, 

Mr, Ahens, Then you would have, rougbly speaking, 12 tunes 
50,000; is that correct? 

Mr. Fishman. That is correct. 
Mr. Arens. A month? 
Mr. Fishman. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. Coming into the United States which would Hiean 
about better than a half a million a month; is that correct? 
Mr, Fishman, That is correct. 

Mr. Areas. Beamed to the schools and colleges and student 
groups in the United States; is that correct? 
'Mr. Fishman. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. And does this material on its face indicate that it is 
material of the Communist conspiracy? 

Mr, Fishman. Oh, no; quite'the contrary. It claims to have been 
printed by the International Union of Students, but there is no indi- 
cation that there is any Communist country interest. The publi- 
cation itself is just an ordinary pamphlet ^ These are somedf them.

: Mr. Arens. In addition do they have comparable material which 
is beamed to other student groups over the world in other languages? 
::'Mr. Fishman. Ok, yes. Recently there haveb^en many multi- 
lingual ^EuWic&J^C Here is the most recen^Bducation Students. 
It is printed inthree languages— English, Ffench and Spanish. It 
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is just 1 publication, with 1 'page in English, 1 page in French, 
and 1 page in Spanish. ' " ^ , 

Mr. Abens. Now, do you have an indication, Mr. Fishman, of the* 
financing of the international Communist student operations? 

Mr. Fishman. The constitution purports to show that the financial 
resources of IUS are derived from subscriptions paid by member 
organizations and from sources arising out of student activities: 
There isn't any doubt, however, that the group is subsidized financially 
by the Soviet propaganda machine. 

It is interesting to note in one of these more recent publications; 
that they give some figures on how much the group was able to raise— r 
some $228,000 in their treasury at the time. 

Mr. Ap.ens. Is that one of the student groups controlled by the 
Communist propaganda? 

Mr. Fishman. Yes. 

Mr. Aeens. ~ That is the world fund of what organization? 

Mr. Fishman: This is the World Federation of Democratic Youth; 
the second group I mentioned. 

Mr. Arens. What publication are you reading from? 

Mr. Fishman. This is the report of the executive committee held 
in Budapest, February 12-15, 1958. 

Mr. Arens. Can you tell us, Mr. Fishman, in connection with the 
Communist proaganda activities if there are any functions to be noted 
which are controlled by the worldwide Communist apparatus for 
students? 

Mr. Fishman. This is a very active part of their program and each 
year elaborate plans are made to bring these many students from as 
many countries into the Communist-controlled areas. Right at this 
moment these are the important meetings which are being held the- 
balance of this year: 

There is the Fifth Congress of the International Union of Students 
to be held in Peking, Chinese People's Republic, September 4 to 13/. 
1958. t The agenda indicates that the meeting will discuss the develop-; 
ments in the international students movement and the contribution of 
the IUS and student organizations, to defense of students' interests and\ 
the promotion of international student cooperation. This is one of. 
the programs. 

Between August 16 and 22, :1958, there will be an' international 
conference on social and economic problems of students and worker- 
students' organizations, at CraKow/ Poland. There will be an inter-, 
national seminar on problems and activities of the national student 
organizations in the Sudan. There will be another one in the demo-? 
cratic Republic of Germany. .There will be another one in Siriiai, 
Rumania, an international seminar of student editors, and another* 
one in the German Democratic Republic, and th§ last one here men-! 
tioned, July 23 to 30, international seminar on Russian language and* 
literature, in Moscow. A , , ' * At 

Mr. Arens ; In addition to these seminars,, to the conferences, doek : 
the Communist apparatus sponsor international students' sporting 
events; checker events or chess events and the like? 
-;Mr. -Fishman. There is one that is now being held, one being spoji-i. 
sored July 5 to 20 in Bulgaria. 5 This is a poster which advertises ths* 
event. • - . * . - - - » 
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T Mr Arens. Mr, Fishman, you just mentioned a moment ago a 
situation in Germany. Did you have occasion m the course of your 
studies with the security officers in the friendly Eurorjea,n countries, 
to get an idea about the Communist propaganda which is disseminated 
in those countries? , . ., - , 

Mr. Fishman, It was very interesting to learn ot the activity 01 tne 
East German Communist group to infiltrate and to make its mark on 
the student and youth in West Germany. I was told that millions 
of individually addressed mail packages containing Communist propa- 
ganda are seen every month, coming from the East Berlin area into 
the West Berlin area. w . T - 

I have obtained, on a con6dential basis, and there is available tor 
the committee, the actual statistics and it is revealing to see how 
much of an effort is being made to convince West , Germany oi the 
fact that they are being taken advantage of by the United Mates. 

Mr. Arens. Now, Mr. Fishman, would you kindly tell us about the 
pen-pal program which you have discussed with us informally^ 

Mr Fishman Both of the student groups have set up a system oi 
exchanging addresses sritfi people in the various countries and m each 
issue of these i maga^s they list 50 to 100 names and addresses oi 
students arouadt'tW WM, including the United States. 

The theory 3 & emir^ is that if you write and exchange your views 
vou have thWt^i chore opportunity to know what is going on in 
the world, f think that the real purpose behind it is to obtain as 
many addressed as fey -possibly can in the United States to send this 
propaganda material to. 

Mr Arens. Can you give us a word about the legitimate organiza- 
tions non-Communist organizations which the Communist student 
organizations are trying to woo or latch onto or identify themselves. 

m £ Fishman. Well, the World Federation of Democratir^Ypjirti 
had Ate inception with a very proper type of o^ganr^ion, thifW^^ 
thamTorld Association of Youth. They haveTffi^SEE^pted to di- 
vo/ce themselves from this group, and the current publications try 
desperately to show that this initiating organization was actually a 
destructive type of organization. 

In addition, of course, as I have mentioned previously ^ both trie 
IUS and World Federation of Democratic Youth list among their 
associated memberships the YMCA, for example, and also many other 
proper student organizations around the world. 

Mr. Arens. So the record may be clear, the YMCA has under- 
taken to cause this identification to be dissolved; has it not/ 

Mr. Fishman. That is right. As a matter of fact, m many Eu- 
ropean countries the student groups, the proper student groups have 
issued printed statements and disseminated these statements as ^ely 
as possible, indicating that they never intended to be associated with 
these Communist organizations, that they do not attend then- meet- 
ings, or their conferences, and actually want no part of it. 
' Mr Arens. Now, Mr. Fishman, m the abbreviated time which 
we have had here, because of the fact that we were not able to sit this 
morning, we have tried to cover the principal highlights of your testi- 
mony You have in private consultations supplied the committee 
through its staff with considerable information, statistical and other- 
wise, on a confidential basis, is that correct? 
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Mr. Fishman. That is correct, ' 

Mr. Arens. Are there any other principal points which you should % 
like to cover in your public testimony at this time? * 

Mr. Fishman. We have, as you know, made some attempt t to 
bring some examples of the type of material which is currently being 
sent to the United States; however, I believe that most of this can be 
covered in my report to the committee. 

Mr. Arbns. Perhaps you can take just a few minutes of the com- 
mittee's time at this time to give the public record here the highlights 
of the content *of somejof this material. jLS , . , . 

Mr. Fishman. IpMorld Student News, volumer^rl^STwhich is 
one of the mainstays^TTE^lmernationarUnion of Students, comment 
is made about Colombia and one of the suggestions for the Colombia 
students is to a J 

Mr. Willis. What page is that? -^r*^ f ^ « * * 

Mr. Fishman. This is page 20-21. 

Mr. Willis. Go ahead. 

Mr. Fishman (reading) : 
to proclaim as free countries in Latin America the Guianas 2 Belize, Puerto Rico, 
Curacao, and all the other territories occupied by the colonialist countries. 

To demand from the Government of the United States pf America that it 
cease to send war supplies to the Latin American tyrants who use these arms to 
murder students, workers, and peasants, at the same time perpetuating themselves 
in power against the will of the people. 

Mr. Arens. So the record may be clear, that is part of the propa-* 
ganda that is being beamed into the South American countries by 
the Communist apparatus; is that correct? 

Mr. Fishman. That is correct. On the back of this publication I 
would assume we have some 100 or 150 pen friends, names and 
addresses of people who would like to exchange correspondence. 

I would like to also point out that World Student News, which is 
a well prepared periodical,, indicates that subscriptions are a dollar 
a year. In other^ords^one may obtain a copy each month for the 
small sum of $1 a year, hardly the cost of the paper on which it is 
printed. . * , 

As to this publication, it is interesting to note some ot the high- 
lights, the way in which such things are presented. On page 32 of 
this publication which is addressed, of course, to all students, it says 
[reading]: 

Just think about it. In your college how many students read this magazine 
every month? Is it enough? We know that in some cases a high proportion of 
students see it but there are many pther student centers where only a handful 
get WSN regularly. Because of this^a great mass of students are uninformed or 
misinformed about many important things. An enlightened rank and file is essen- 
tial to insure more progress at top student level and to bring the world student 
community together. 

There are many publications here dealing with the atom-bomb. 
Here are posters indicating an "appeal to the students of the world, 
which students are asked to post in their schools. It is an appeal. 
["Reading:] 

Fellow Students of the World— of Europe, Asia, Africa, the Americas and Australia: 
We students everywhere cherish peace. We shall inherit the great achievements 

of culture and science in the full knowledge that there is now before us the prospect 
• of a brilliant future for mankind. ' s 

A grave danger confronts the perspective of peace and prosperity. However, a 

danger created by the preparations for atomic war. The tremendous development 
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of nuclear weapons, the fantastic increase of their destructive power and, above 
all, the endless continuation of the nuclear weapons race represent an ever- 
' present threat to world peace. 4 

/ ; It goes on to demand: 

THE PROHIBITION OF THE PRODUCTION AND USE OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS 

Let us oppose the installation and expansion of foreign military bases with 
nil clear weapons. 

>; Fellow students, if we are all united against the danger of atomic war, we shall 
not be a small force. 

We call upon all students and their organizations — international, national and 
others — to act now for peace. ~ * * ~ 

This is printed in Leipzig, January 11, 1958, distributed widely 
throughout this country. 

I could go on here for an hour on some of these. 

Mr. Arens. Perhaps you could summarize just 2 or 3 of the key 
publications concerning which you should like to comment. 

Mr. Fishman. I think I mentioned here and brought out the efforts 
made to convince students of the significance of attending these con- 
ferences. Letters that are sent to many student organizations are 
interesting reading. One here discusses this international seminar on 
peaceful uses of atomic energy which is to be held in Moscow August 1 
to 8, 1958. The theme,- "Yput^and the Peaceful Uses of Atomic 
Energy," the organizers, th ^jgSmmi tteajpf S sxsti AQfc"i th jOjcgfLnj™- 
< ; tipn£,*and it is to be held at Moscow University. &£ 9 S SY<? 
, The letter which is distributed with this printed nl^tWM'explainmg 
the meeting reads : 

Enclosed is brief information on the seminar to fre held this summer which our 
federation is actively supporting. 

The letter is on the letterhead of fhe World Federation of Demo- 
cratic Youth. It continues: 

Perhaps you have some ideas on the best way to use this material to encourage 
young people in your field of activity to participate. We think it is very important 
that your country be represented. 

Please inform us of your plans and the possibilities that you foresee. 

With best wishes. 

This is addressed to all- student organizations at the colleges and 
universities in the United States. , 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Fishman, may I make a comment in the form of 
a question, so that this record is clear? 

The legislation which the chairman of this committee has introduced 
provides that this material ought to be labeled Communist material. 
* Mr. Fishman. That is right. ^ It is most significant in the case of 
this student material because it is printed in such a way and prepared 
in such a way that it seems to emanate from other foreign student 
groups. 

Mr. Arens. Now, so the record may be clear, the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act requires the registration with the Department of 
Justice of a person in the United States who distributes Communist 
propaganda as the agent of a Communist principal abroad; isn't that 
correct? 

Mr. Fishman. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. It also requires that the Communist propaganda itself 
be labeled as such before it is distributed; isn't .that correct? . 
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Mr. Fishman. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. But all of this material concerning which you have 
been addressing yourself today comes in without labeling and without 
registration; isn't that correct? 
, Mr. Fishman. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. I just wanted the record to be clear on the issue which 
your testimony presents. 

Now, would you kindly proceed for the next few minutes to give 
us the highlights of the contents of 1 or 2 other typical publications? 

Mr. Fishman. As I mentioned before, this propaganda machine 
omits no angle. Several months we noted quite a number of indi- 
vidually addressed envelopes sent to younger students. It was appar- 
ent that there had recently been quite an effort made in the students' 
publications to obtain participation in what was referred to as a 
sputnik quiz, and this letter reads: 

Thank you for taking part in the sputnik quiz. Enclosed is the sputnik badge 
we promised you. In addition, we are sending you, under separate cover, a 
tourist booklet with information and pictures of many points of interest on 
tourist routes in the U. S. S> R. 

We will send you a copy of our summer program schedule as soon as we get it 
back from the printers. . • 

If you have any questions on life in the Soviet Union or requests for music, let 
us know and we will be happy to comply. 

Mr. Arens. This is -an individually addressed letter to some 
student in the United States? 

Mr. Fishman. Yes. It contains some postcard pictures and also 
a sputnik badge. 

Mr. Arens. From what countries does this letter emanate? 

Mr. Fishman. From Moscow, U. S. S. R. This is a sputnik badge 
that you might like to have, and a couple of photographs. 

Mr. Arens. Is there another comment or so you would like, to 
make, Mr. Fishman? 

Mr. Fishman. It is interesting to observe an example of the first 
sample batch of booklets that is sent to any student organization or 
young group in the United States. 

Mr. # Arens. .Let the record be clear on this point. Does this 
material which you now have your hand on, which is being destined 
t9 a student group in the United States, anywhere in the material 
say "This is Communist; we are part of the conspiracy"? 

Mr. Fishman. No. You see this is an instruction and information 
type of material and one may presume that the material, since it 
deals with the* Soviet Union, comes from that country. Of course 
.there is no statement as is required by the Foreign Agents Registration * 

This package contains a book entitled "Moscow/ 7 which gives street 
routes and the same type of information that a tourist might find 
.in any country or any city visited. ^ ? 

Then there are pamphlets entitled "Lenin Central Museums," 
"Siberia Hydropower Project/ 7 "The Status of Women in the Soviet 
Union," "U. S. S. R. Facts and Figures/ 7 "Soviet Electric Power/ 7 
"What Soviet Power Gave the Working Class/ 7 "How Soviet People 
Live/ 7 "Soviet Industry/ 7 "Soviet Cultural/ 7 "What Soviet Power 
Gave the Workers 7 Families/ 7 "Soviet Age/ 7 "The Soviet Family- 
Budget/ 7 "U. S. S. R., Land of Working People/ 7 and a book entitled 
"The Land of Soviets. 77 
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Mr. Arens. To what group is all this destined, Mr. Fishman? 

Mr. Fishman. This is the type of package which would -go to 
'students who indicated in any way any interest in the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Arens. Is there an addressee on that particular package? 

Mr. Fishman. Yes. This is addressed to a college in Massachusetts. 
4 Mr. ArenS. And there are similar packages addressed to schools 
an,d colleges over the country? 

Mr. Fishman. Oh, yes. 

Mr. Arens. And did that particular package emanate from a non- 
Communist country? 
Mr. Fishman. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. And all packages of like characterization would be 
completely beyond the pale or purview of the Foreign Agents Regis- 
tration Act? 

Mr. Fishman. That is right; under its present interpretation. 

Mr. Arens. Is there any further comment that you would like to 
make or any other point which we may not have covered in this 
highlighting of your testimony? 

Mr. Fishman. I don't think so. I think I covered most of it. 
There is a good deal of other material here, a lot of exhibits which I 
have picked up. 

*Mr. Arens. You are in the process now, at the request of the 
chairman of this committee, of preparing an extensive, detailed report 
for him and for the committee; is that correct? 

Mr. Fishman. That is right. 

Mr. Scherer. Would you say that this type of material you are 
telling us about is coming into the United States now at an accelerated 
rate over, say, what it was coming in some months ago when you 
testified in Buffalo? • 

Mr. Fishman. I can only repeat the testimony I then gave the 
committee, t think we showed that on the average there was an 
increase of between 25 and 30 percent each year, and on this same 
•estimate, of course, we believe that there has been a comparable 
increase in this material. Of course, this is a fairly new program; this 
approach to the students. This is an attempt -to -arouse them to take 
an interest in what is explained as student life. ■ - 

Mr. Scherer. I was referring to the total amount of Communist 
propaganda coming into the country, whether it is coming in now 
at an accelerated rate? 

Mr. Fishman. I definitely say it is on the increase^ 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Fishman, you told us of the millions of students 
who are contacted by this Communist propaganda over the world. 
How many individual organizations are allied with the international 
Communist operation? 

Mr. Fishman. So far as the material which is published here, claim 
is made that the World Federation of Democratic Youth, for example, 
is allied with student organizations in 97 countries. 

Mr. Arens. How many organizations in the 97 countries? 

Mr. Fishman. I doubt very much whether they axe listed. We 
know that covering the United States they omit no college or student 
group. 

; Mr. Arens. Every college and student grou^ or virtually every 
" College and student group in the United States is a recipient of this 
type of material, is that correct? 
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Mr. Irishman. That is right. How many of the individual stu- 
dents in the colleges are interested in this movement, or make any 
effort to take part in it, we would not know. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I suggest that we have only tried to 
cover the highlights of Mr. Fishman's testimony today, because as 
you well know, he is in the process of preparing an extensive and 
detailed report to yourself and to the members of the committee. 
We didn't want at this time to burden Ihe committee with all the 
details. We thought it would be profitable to have the highlights 
presented in public session. 

The Chairman. Any questions? ' , 

Mr. Fishman, we congratulate you on the job that you have done 
and welcome you back home. 

Can you tell me whether or not any of these packets are sent in 
compliance with requests? 

Mr. Fishman. The only material here which I think was sent 
pursuant to request was this latest piece of material I read, this 
answer to the sputnik quiz. I would assume that in every case some- 
one in this country, answered the quiz and received this badge. . But 
apart from that type of thing, all of this other material, I would say 
that 99 percent of it is sent unsolicited. 

Mr. Arens. Could you give us just an indication, if you aire not 
violating confidence in doing so, of the aggregate number of people on 
the list which you supplied this committee on a confidential basis? 

Mr. Fishman. I think we covered one area of one specific part pf* 
the United States, one State, I think, and there were some thousands 
of names on that list. k 

Mr % ArRENS. And because of reasons which are obvious you did not 
feefwe 'should make that public at the present time? 

Mr. Fishman.. Since the material is sent unsolicited, we think it 
would be violating a confidence to give the name of the individual 
organizations. 

Mr. Arens. Thousands in just one little section of , the country? 
Mr. Fishman. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. Just one sampling list, regular recipients of the student 
Communist propaganda material? 
Mr. Fishman. That is right. 

Mr. Wilms. In fact you said that covers only one. State of the 
Union? 

Mr. Fishman. One, State/ 

Mr. Willis. Or part of a k State of the Union? 

Mr. Fishman. In connection with the investigation we are making, 
it just covered the one State. . -~ „ , r 

Mr. Soherer. One question. , . 

Does any of this material you have been talking about contain any 
advertising? 

Mr. Fishman. None. . . - - 

Very few periodicals published in the Soviet Union contain any- 
advertising at all, other than soliciting interest in the publication or 
subscription information. / 

Mr. Scherer. And practically the entire cost of the material ha4 
to be subsidized by somebody? * « » . - \ . 1 a , 

Mr. Fishman. That is^right/ * ' « 

Mr. Scherer. Have you any idea who subsidizes ij>?- ; • ,\

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Mr. Fishman. It is obvious from the material itself, from the 
.subjects covered that this is all one part of the general Soviet propa- 
ganda machine. 

The Ch airman. Thank you, Mr. Fishman. 

Mr. Willis. Just one question, Mr. Chairman.

Mr. Willis. Under what class of mail does this material enter? 
Mr. Fishman. Fourth class. 
Mr. Willis. Fourth class? 

Mr. Fishman. Parcel post, if it comes in packages. 
Mr. Willis. Does the Post Office Department run in the red on 
that class? 

Mr. Fishman. No; but it has the costs of handling and transpor- 
tation. 

Mr. Willis. So that in addition to the subsidy from those who pay 
for the printing and sending of these packages, it can -be said that 
indirectly the taxpayers are absorbing part of the costs? 

Mr. Fishman. Oh, yes. 

Mr. Willis. To distribute this to the students and so on? 
Mr. Fishman. Yes. .

Mr. Arbns. Mr. Pevzner, we know that the International Workers 
Order, and it is a matter of public information, was technically dis- 
solved by the State of New x ork soma few years ago on the ground 
that it was not in truth and in fact a bona fide insurance organization 
but was an arm of the Communist Party.

Mr. Scherer. Was that during the time you' were a free lance 
writer, witness? 
Mr. Arens. A couple months ago. 
Mr. Scherer. I am asking the witness. 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the grounds of the fifth 
amendment and first amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Have you in the course of the last year or so been a 
propagandist for the Communist Party in attacking the Committee on 
Un-Am.erican Activities? 

Mr. Pevzner. Eefuse to answer on the same grounds. 

I will say as an individual I had my say &bout the Un-American 
Committee, and I agree with the New York Times and other instru- 
mentalities in this country that the Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee has outlived its usefulness and is doing more harm than good 
throughout the world to the United States. That is only a personal 
opinion of mine. 

Mr. Scherer. Have you received, since you have been a free lance 
writer, any compensation, directly or indirectly, from the Communist 
Party? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the same grounds, sir. , 

Mr. Scherer. In other words, has the Communist Party b.eeft'pay- 
ing you to say these ^things about the Committee on Un-AbaeriCan . 
Activities? • 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the same grounds, sir. 

Mr.' Scherer. Just a moment. > Do you deny that you received 
compensation from the Communist Party for attacking the committee? 
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Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer, on the basis of the fifth amend- 
ment, which does not mean I am guilty — the fifth amendment was 
drafted to defend and protect the innocent. 

Mr. Scherer. Are you innocent of the inference I have made? 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the same grounds, sir. 

Mr. Arens. I lay before you an article from the Jewish Life, May 
1957 issue, in which the chairman of this committee is attacked by 
yourself, and in which the committee itself is attacked. 

Kindly look at this article which I lay before you and tell this com- 
mittee whether or not you are the author of the article. 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the same grounds, sir. 

(Document marked "Pevzner Exhibit No. 8" and retained in 
committee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Mr, Pevzner, now I wish to lay before you a publica- 
tion, Jewish Life, of April 1957, and in all earnestness solicit from you 
information with respect to certain cultural clubs which the Jewish 
Life in this article discusses. . t . 

May I read for the record the first paragraph of this particular 
article, beginning on page 32 of the April 1957 issue of Jewish Life 
entitled "City Committee of Jewish Clubs." [Reading:] 

An event of importance to all progressive Jews took -place when thSm^York 
City Committee of Jewish , Clubs held its first annual conference oSOOxcErs*. 
Tlie^ity'Oomm is the leading body of 12 English-speaking 

cultural and fraternal clubs in New York. The 58 delegates attending the con- 
ference heard Sam Pevzner, executive director of the City Committee, describe 
the' beginnings of the club movement and the value of such organizations in the 
Jewish community. The clubs, he said; similar to many other organizations, 
"are deeply interested in the welfare of the Jewish people and in the solution of 
their problems." 

First of all,, would you tell us, Mr. Pevzner, what was it that you 
were an executive director of? It said you were executive director 
of the "City Committee." What were you executive director of? 
City committee of what? 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the grounds of the first, amend- 
ment, which protects the right of free assembly and free speech and 
also on the grounds of the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Sir, can you tell us what are these 12 Enghsh-speaking 
cultural and fraternal clubs in New York? . , . 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the same grounds. 
/ (Document marked "Pevzner Exhibit No. 9" and retained in com- 
mittee files.) i . - * , . 

Mr. Arens. Are those 12 English-speaking and fraternal clubs m 
New York, which are described in this particular article, and the dele- 
gates which you were addressing controlled by the Communist Party? 
, Mr,. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the same grounds as previously 
stated. . 

Mr. Arens. Do you honestly apprehend, sir, if you gave a truth- 
ful answer to the last principal question you would be supplying in- 
formation which might be used against you in a criminal proceeding? 

Mr. Pevzner. I already stated my answer. , 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully ^ suggest the witness be 
ordered .and directed to answer the last question. . 
« Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the basis of the fifth amend- 
ment," which protects and gives the right not to be a witness against 
himself. 
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The Chairman. You are directed to answer the question. 

Mr, Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the grounds of the fifth amend- 
ment, which protects the witness against bearing witness against 
himself. I can't make it clearer. 

The Chairman. I understand. Go ahead. 

Mr. Arens. Did you attend and address this conference concern- 
ing which I have read from the April 1957 issue of Jewish Life? 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the same grounds, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Is this an error? Was the Jewish Life publication in 
error when it said you were executive director of the City Committee 
and did so address this conference? 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. Are you now a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the same grounds as previously 
given. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know a person by the name of Lautner? 

Mr. Pevzner. I refusg^to answer on the same grounds. 
rjW Mr. Arens. Johq^!utoer has told this committee under oath that 
while he was a top-flight member of the Communist Party, he knew 
you, sir, as a member of the Communist Party and of the conspiratorial 
apparatus of the Communist Party. We should like to give you an 
opportunity now to deny that statement while you are under oath. 

Do you care to avail yourself of that privilege? 
m Mr. Pjevzner. Well, from what I read I know Lautner is a low- 
flight human being, but I refuse to answer on the grounds of the fifth 
amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Did he lie when he identified you as a member of the 
Communist Party? 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the same grounds, sir. 

Mr. Scherer. What did you say about Lautner? 
m Mr. Pevzner. I said my personal opinion — he said he is a high- 
flight American; I said he is a low-flight American, in my personal 
opinion. 

Mr. Scherer. Do you know Lautner? 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the grounds of the fifth amend- 
ment, sir. I know I read about him. 

Mr, Scherer, You said you read about him. It is a fact you have - 
done more than read about him; isn't it? 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the grounds of the fifth amend- 
ment, sir. 

Mr. Scherer. You said you read about him. 

I ask, Mr. Chairman, that you direct him to answer the question. 
He has opened the door. He wanted this committee to believe the 
ovlj thing he knew about Lautner was what he read about him. 

I am asking you if it isn't a fact you know Lautner personally, 
rather than just having read about him, 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the basis of the fifth amend- 
ment, sir. . 

Mr. Scherer. Mr. Chairman, I ask you to direct the witness to 
answer the question. 

The Chairman. You are directed to answer that question. 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the grounds of the fifth amend- 
ment. 
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Mr. Arens. Have you made contributions in the course of the last 
year or so to x the Communist Daily Worker? 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the grounds of the fifth amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Arens; I lay before you, if you please, sir, a thermofax repro- 
duction of a page from the November 10, 1957, Communist Daily 
Worker, in which they list the donations received by the Communist 
Daily Worker over a period of time. They list here that they have 
received $50 from one Sam Pevzner. Would you kindly look at that 
document and tell us whether or not it truly and correctly represents 
the facts. 

<Mr. Pevzner. I can't read it, sir. I mean I can't see. I can't . 
make out the names. 

Mr. Arens. Eight here where I am pointing. 

Mr. Pevzner. Up here? 
; Mr. Arens. It says, "Sam Pevzner, $50." 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the grounds of the fifth 
amendment. 

(Document marked "Pevzner Exhibit No. 10" and retained in 
committee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Do you presently have an official connection with 
Jewish Life? 

Mr. Pevzner. I refuse to answer on the grounds I previously 
stated, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that will conclude 
the staff interrogation of this witness. 
The Chairman. Have you any questions? 

Mr. Scherer. I don't know. Counsel, did. you ask the witness 
whether he is a member of the party at this moment? , 
Mr. Arens. Yes, sir. 
Mr. Scherer; All right. 
Mr. Pevzner.- Pardon me, sir 

The Chairman. It seems to me a tragic thing that somebody 
would take advantage of a fine, people and bring the kind of (criticism 
that must necessarily flow from your association with magazines that 
in no wise are connected with the Jewish people. 

Call your next witness. 

Mr. Pevzner. I have dedicated my whole life to the interests of 
the Jewish people. 
The Chairman. I know. . 

Mr. Pevzner. And no one can, question that, sir. »And I think 
if this committee would interrogate about individual bombings of 
synagogues and among Negro homes thejr might be doing something 
in this country instead of investigating opinions. 

The Chairman. Call the next witness. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest the next witness 
will be Annette T. Rubinstein. 
Will you kindly come forward? 

Would you kindly stand while the chairman administers an oath 
to you? 

The Chairman. Do you swear the testimony you are about to 
give will be the truth, the whole truth and nothing but the truth, 
so help you God? 

Miss Rubinstein. I do. , ,

Mr. Arens. You are represented by counsel? 

Miss Rubinstein. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Counsel, kindly identify yourself. 

Mr. Rein. David Reiri, 711 14th Street NW., Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Arens. Where are you employed — is it Miss or Mrs.? " ""~ 

Miss Rubinstein. Miss. 

'Mr. Arens. Miss Rubinstein. 

Miss Rubinstein. Self-employed. 
" Mr. Arens. What do you write? 

Miss Rubinstein. Well, one of my most recent was The Great 
Tradition in English Literature From Shakespeare to Shaw. That is 
a 960-page history of English literature. I edited, I Vote My Con- 
science, letters and speeches and so on, of the late Congressman 
Vito Marcantonio. I wrote a book published by the Journal of 
Philosophy, Realistic Ethics, mostly in the field of literature, I would 
say. 

Mr. Arens. And where have you lectured or talked? 

Miss Rubinstein. Oh, I have lectured and talked— I was - until * 
1952 principal of the Robert Louis Stevenson High School in, New 
York, and I have lectured in, I suppose, 500 women's clubs and temple 
sisterhoods and ladies' aid societies and philanthropic groups, cultural 
groups and so on, all over the country. 

Mr. Arens. Have you lectured at the Jefferson School of Social 
Science in New York. City? 

Miss Rubinstein. Well, I think on that I am going to refuse to 
answer on the grounds that it is an invasion of privacy according to 
the first amendment and also on the grounds that no one need testify 
against herself under the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Scherer. Did you consider it an invasion of your privacy to 
ask you about these other groups to whom you have freely admitted 
you lectured? 

Miss Rubinstein. To ask the specific names of them, yes, sir, I 
would, 

Mr. Arens; I lay before you a thermofax reproduction of an 
announcement of the Jefferson School of Social Science for its courses 
of study, and on page 21 appears the name of Annette T. Rubinstein 
as instructor or professor of certain courses in that school in the fall 
course of 1956. 

Kindly look at that document and tell this committee whether or 
not that truthfully and accurately represents your status with the 
Jefferson School of Social Science at that time. 
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Miss Rubinstein. I regret that I must refuse to answer this on the 
same grounds that were previously given. 
The Chairman. Just a minute. 

Do you feel that you might be subjected to a criminal prosecution if 
you admitted your connection with that school? 

Miss Rubinstein. As I read the fifth amendment, it doesn't say 
anything about criminal. But it does say that no one need to testify 
against himself . 

The Chairman. In a criminal prosecution. It does say criminal. 
Miss Rubinstein. I would stand on the fifth amendment on that; 
yes, sir. ' 

Mr. Willis. "What is that Jefferson School? 

Mr. Arens. The Jefferson School of Social Science is a Communist- 
controlled school, and has been repeatedly cited as part of the Com- 
munist propaganda operation in the United States. 

Miss Rubinstein, I lay before you now comparable announcements 
over the course of the last several ye&rs of the Jefferson School of 
Social Science in which Annette Rubinstein is listed as an instructor 
in several courses there. 

Kindly look at these exhibits which I am now displaying to you, 
and tell this co mmi ttee whether or not you are truthfully and 
accurately described in them as a member of the faculty of the 
Jefferson School of Social Science. 

Miss Rubinstein. I am sorry, but I must continue to stand on my 
rights under the fifth amendment and first amendment to refuse to 
answer these questions. 

(Documents marked "Rubinstein Exhibit No. 1" and retained in 
committee files.) 

Mr. Arens. "What is the Sunday evening forum? Could you tell 
us about that? Could you tell us what the Sunday evening forum is? 
Miss Rubinstein. Will you make that a more specific question? 
Mr. Arens. Yes. 

I have before me now a reproduction of the Communist Daily 
Worker of Sunday, May 4, 1958, in which a Sunday evening forum 
at Adelphi Hall is described.

Miss RyBiNSTEiN. I'm sorry that I will have to refuse to answer 
this question as an invasion of privacy under the first amendment and 
under my rights under the fifth amendment/ 

(Document marked "Rubinstein Exhibit No. 3" and retained in 
committee files.) 

, Mr.„ Arens. Have you been one of the speakers of the East Side 
Committee of American-Soviet Friendship in its rally tribute' to the 
Red army in February 1944? Do you recall that? 

Miss Rubinstein. I don't recall it. But, in any case, I would have 
to stand on the protection of the first and fifth amendments.'. * 

Mr. -Arens. I lay before you a thermofax reproduction of the 
announcement of that meeting in wJrichDr. Annette T. RubinstQin is 
listed as one of the speakers in the tribute to the Red army. \* 
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Would you kindly look' at this and tell this committee whether or 
not that refreshes your recollection with reference to your activities 
in that enterprise? 

Miss Rubinstein. I'm sorry, but I will have to refuse to answer 
that under my rights under the first and fifth amendments. 

(Document marked "Rubinstein Exhibit No. 4" and retained in 
■committee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Is the "Dr." an accurate description of you there? 
Are you a doctor? 

Miss Rubinstein. Oh, yes. I have a Ph. D. from Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

Mr. Arens. What is jour Ph. D. degree in? 
Miss Rubinstein. Philosophy. 
Mr. Arens. When did you procure that? 
Miss Rubinstein. 1933. 

Mr. Arens. Would you just tell us the highlights of your em- 
ployment since you procured your Ph. D. degree in philosophy from 
Columbia University? 

Miss Rubinstein. Yes. Well, I taught philosophy at New York 
University. Well, that, was just before. I taught from 1929 to 1931 or 
1932 at New York University. Then in 1934 1 became principal of the 
Robert Louis Stevenson School in New York City. 

Mr. Arens. Is that a high school? 

Miss Rubinstein. Well, it was a 12-year school. It began with 
kindergarten and went right up to high school. 
Mr. Arens. You were principal of it? 
Miss Rubinstein. Yes. 
Mr. Arens. Over what period of time? 
Miss Rubinstein. 1934 to 1952. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a Communist during any period of time that 
you were principal of that school? 

Miss Rubinstein. Well, obviously I must refuse to answer that 
under my rights of privacy under the first amendment and the protec- 
tion of the fifth amendment. 

The Chairman. In view of the fact that you have told us all about 
your activities in school and teaching, why do you consider this 
question an invasion of your privacy? 

Miss Rubinstein. It is a question as to my political beliefs or 
affiliations. Obviously it is an invasion of my privacy. 

Mr. Arens. Aside from any political beliefs or affiliations, while you 
were principal of that high school in New York City or that school in 
New York City, were you under the discipline of the Communist 
Party? 1 

Miss Rubinstein. You mean was I a member of the Communist 
Party? 

jVEr A.rens Y"es 

Miss Rubinstein. I just said I refused to answer that question 
under my rights under the first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Then proceed to tell us your next employment or 
occupation. - 

Miss Rubinstein. In 1952 I resigned as principal and smce then, 
the next 2 or 3—1 completed this long history of English literature, 
The Great Tradition of English Literature from Shakespeare to Shaw, 
And then after that I 
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Mr. Arens. Was your resignation voluntary or involuntary? 
Miss Rubinstein, It was a voluntary resignation, 
Mr. Arens. Was it precipitated or caused or stimulated in any- 
way by any element that you would like to tell us about? 
Miss Rubinstein. No. 

Mr. Arens. Was it because they were breathing hot on your neck? 
Miss Rubinstein. Who's "they"? 

Mr. Arens. People who were trying to expose Communists in the 
public-school system in New York City. 
Miss Rubinstein. To begin with, this was not a public school. 
Mr. Arens. In a school system. 

Miss Rubinstein. It was a voluntary resignation* ! 

Whatever I wanted to write — a book — I may have had other per- 
sonal feelings about it, but it was a voluntary resignation. 

Mr. Arens. Did it happen to coincide with any governmental 
activity relating to Communists and Communist Party members who 
were in the teaching profession? 

Miss Rubinstein. Not that I know of, of any specific nature. 

Such activities as this committee or the Feinberg law in New York, 
and so on, had been going on for a long time. 

Mr. Arens. Did that have any connection with your resignation 
at all? 

Miss Rubinstein. No. 

Mr. Arens. How long were you engaged in writing this book? 
Miss Rubinstein. Let me see. 

It came out the beginning of 1954, I think, and then after that I 
was working on this posthumous collection of the late Congressman 
Marcantonio's papers and so on, which came out just about a year 
and a-half , 2 years ago, I guess. ' Aad now I am working on a history 
of American literature, which should come out in about 3 years. 

Mr. Arens. In the interim you have been active in offering a num^- 
ber of articles for Jewish Life, the Communist Worker, Masses and 
Mainstream, and the like, have you not? 

Miss Rubinstein. I think I will have to claim the protection of 
the first and fifth amendments as to the specific periodicals for which 
I have been writing. 

Mr. Arens. Are there any non-Communist periodicals for which 
you have been writing in the course of the last several years? 

Miss Rubinstein. I think I will have to claim the protection of 
the first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. I have here — and I think, in the interest of economy 
of time, I will group them — a number of exhibits of articles in which 
Dr. Annette Rubinstein is listed as a speaker, chairman of various 
events, signer, promoter of various enterprises; one, Jury on Trial, 
the People of New York Must Protest Biased Juries, Dr. Annette 
Rubinstein listed as a speaker. Another one, about the same period 
of time — 1949 — where Dr. Annette Rubinstein is to be a speaker on 
Bill of Rights versus Trial by Jury. Another one, Women Fight 
Deportation Meeting, at which Dr. Annette Rubinstein is to be a 
speaker. 

Another one in which a number of people in New York City re- 
quested, including Dr. Annette Rubinstein, reasonable bail for the 11 
convicted Communists; a rally in 1950, in which Dr. Annette Rubin- 
stein joins with a number of other people in protesting the suspension 
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of certain Communist teachers who had been suspended from their 
jobs. Another in which 150 women sign a plea for amnesty for the* 
11 Communists, including Dr. Annette Rubinstein* Another one in 
which a number of people, including Dr. Annette Rubinstein, author 
and literary critic, have a rally on behalf of Communist Elizabeth 
Gurley Flynn. 

Kindly take a look at those seven exhibits. I see you have been 
glancing at them while I have been putting them on the table before- 
you. 

Tell us whether or not your activity in each of these enterprises is< 
truly and correctly described in those published articles, copies of 
which I have laid before you. 

Miss Rubinstein. I am sorry. I will have to claim the protection 
of the first and fifth amendments against identifying any of these- 
particular events.

Mr. Arens. Now I should like to cover some of your activities 
as a propagandist for the Communist Party. 

Miss Rubinstein. 'That's not a question, I take it. That is your

Mr. Arens. Over the course of what time do you print 2,500? 

Mr. Cohen. Lately there was 1 or 2 issues printed altogether — 
lately there was only- one issue printed. 

Mr. Arens. When was that printed? 

Mr. Cohen. In the month of February, I think. 

Mr. Arens. Is Party Voice published regularly? 

Mr. Cohen. It has not been published for about 10 months or so. 

Mr. Arens. When was this recent issue published? 

Mr. Cohen. I think it was in February or March, something like 
that? 

Mr. Arens. Do you publish or print the Worker? 
Mr. Cohen. No; we don't. 
Mr. Arens. Have you ever printed the Worker? 
Mr. Cohen. Never. 

The Chairman. Mr. Cohen, as to the title of this magazine, Jewish 
Currents, how do you suppose it got its title? 
Mr. Cohen. I wouldn't know. 

The Chairman. This is not an official Jewish publication; is it? 
Mr. Cohen. I wouldn't know. 

The Chairman. There is nothing in the publication to indicate 
that it expresses a Jewish viewpoint; is there? 

Mr. Cohen. I wouldn't know. I am only a printer. 

The Chairman. I think it is a terrible thing that this sort of thing 
goes on because thousands of fine people are stigmatized needlessly 
just because somebody publishing a magazine is maldng capital out 
of a religion and a race of fine people. I think it is a dreadful thing. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Cohen, are you a member of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Cohen. I am not now a ;meiftber Of the Communist Party. 
Mr. Arens. Have you ever been a member of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Cohen. I plead the fifth. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist Party at any 
time in the course of the year 1958? 

Mr. Cohen. I am not a member of the Communist Party since 
1949. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know a person by the name of John Lautner? 
Mr.. Cohen. I saw his name in the press. I don't recollect , 
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Mr. Arens. John Lautner testified before this committee that 
while he was a member of the Communist Party,he knew you as a 
Communist. Was he- in error on that? 

Mr. Cohen. I plead the fifth on everything before 1949. 

The Chairman. 1948? 

Mr. Donner. 1949. 

Mr. Cohen. 1949. . , . 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Cohen, did your Prompt Press print this pamphlet, 
Books on Trial, The Case of Alexander Trachtenberg? 

Mr. Cohen. From the label I would derive that we did. 

Mr. Arens. Did your Prompt Press print this publication, Pitts- 
burgh: Peace on Trial, by Art Shields? 

Mr. Cohen. I would not remember, but our label is on it. 

Mr. Arens. Did your Prompt Press print the publication, Mr. 
President, Free Earl Browder? 

Mr. Cohen. From the label I would say yes; we did. 

Mr. Arens. Did your Prompt Press print this circular, Prominent 
Citizens, Labor Leaders, Call to Elect Benjamin J. Davis, Jr., to the 
City Council? 

Mr. Cohen. By the label I would say we did. 

Mr. Arens. In these publications, which I have just displayed to 
you, do you recall whom you contracted for the printing of these 
publications? 

' Mr. Cohen. No; I wouldn't unless it is a publisher's name given on 
the publication. . 

Mr. Arens. I lay before you now a booklet entitled "lne Jieign or 
Witches, the Struggle Against the Alien and Sedition Laws," by 
Elizabeth Lawson, with an introduction by William L. Patterson. 

Kindly look at that publication and tell this committee whether or 
not Prompt Press printed it. 

Mr. Cohen. By the label I would say "Yes." 

Mr. Arens. I lay before you now, if you please, sir, Voices for 
Freedom, #2. - A _ 

Kindly look at that document, published under the auspices ot the 
Civil Rights Congress, and tell us whether or not your company printed 
that. 

Mr. Cohen. Again, by the label, I would say, "Yes." 

Mr. Arens. I lay before you a document entitled "The 5 Cent Fare 
in Danger," published by the Civic Research Bureau in New York. 

Kindly tell us whether or not your firm printed that publication. 

Mr. Cohen. Again, by the label, I would say r "Yes". 

Mr. Arens. Here is a publication by Albert E. Kahn, Vengeance on 
the Young, The Story of the Smith Act Children. Kindly look at 
that and tell us whether or not you printed that publication. 

Mr. Cohen. Again, by the label, I would say, <r Yes." 

Mr. Arens. I lay before you a publication of the Metropolitan 
Music School, Inc., in New York City, which was recently cited by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities as a Communist-controlled 
enterprise. 

Kindly look at that publication and tell the committee whether or 
not your firm printed that document. 

Mr. Cohen. Again, bythe label, I would say, Yes." 
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Mr. Arens. I lay before you another pamphlet entitled, "Due 
Process in a. Political Trial; The Record versus The Press, in the Foley 
Square Trial of the 12 Communist Leaders." 

Kindly look at this documeat and tell the committee whether or 
not your firm printed it. 

Mr. Cohen. By the label I would say "Yes". 

Mr. Arens. I lay before you a publication dated April 195§XNew 
WqeH Rfiyiftw ^ Kindly look at this fla e am&ft t and tell the comnuffteT 
whether or not your firm printed it? 

Mr. Cohen. Yes, we did. / 

Mr. Arens. Do you recaly with w-tf^m you contracted for the 
printing of this New World R^dew?

Mr. Arens. Do you kno1\ whether or not she is or ever has been 
a member of the Communist Party? > 
Mr. Cohen. I don't know: 

Mr. Arens. I lay before you now a booklet entitledlj^Film Sense. 
Kindly look at this document and tell tne' M coinihittee whether or not 
your firm prints it. 

Mr. Cohen. By the label I would say <l Yes." 

Mr. Arens. Could you tell us while I am procuring additional 
exhibits to display to you, Mr. Cohen, the aggregate volume of 
business of Prompt Press per year? 

Mr. Cohen. Today it is about $125,000. 

Mr. Arens ; What percentage of that business comes from Com- 
munist organizations and Communist fronts and what percent from 
non-Communist organizations and non-Communist groups? 

Mr. Cohen. I would say, including all the publishers and the 
magazines, about 50 percent. 

Mr. Arens. I lay before you now a pamphlet entitled "Joseph 
Stalin For Peaceful Coexistence, Postwar Interviews/' under the 
auspices of the International Publishers, New York. 

Kindly tell us whether or not your firm prints that. 

Mr. Cohen. By the label, yes. 

I lay before you a bod? entitled, "Materialism and the 
Dialectical Method/' by Mamic^fuornforth, under the auspices of 
International Publishers, New York. (^dU^*-* 

Kindly look at that document and telObe committee whether or 
not your firm printed that document. 

Mr. Cohen. By the label, yes. 

(At this point Representative Willis entered the hearing room.) 

Mr. Arens. I lay before you a booklet entitled, "The Income 
'Revolution/ " by Victor Perlo, in collaboration with Labor Research 
Association. Kindly tell this committee whether or not your firm 
prints that. 

Mr. Cohen. Yes; by the label, yes. 

Mr. Arens. I lay before you a series of documents: Murder at the 
Kemerovo Mines: Trotskyite Plotters at Work; Amnesty; Conspiracy 
To Strangle Labor; A Letter to Congress: Defeat the Anti-Labor Smith 
Bill; Elizabeth Gurley Plynn Speaks to the Court; The Anatomy of 
McCarthyism; Milestones in the History of the Communist Party; 
On Guard Against Browderism, Titoism, Trotskyism; Pettis Perry 
Speaks to the Court; The Smith Act— A Threat to Labor; Socialism, 
the Road to Peace, Prosperity, and Freedom; Stand Up for Freedom;

Kindly, if you please, sir, glance at those documents and tell this 
committee whether or not your firm prints the booklets I bave 
named for you. 

Mr. Cohen. All these carry Hxe label. I would say we have printed 
them. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly tell the committee, if you please, sir, what is 
your best judgment or estimate as of the moment as to the total 
volume of these publications which your firm prints a year, or say in 
the last year. 

Mr. Cohen. The total volume outside of the periodicals is almost 
none. No publications have been issued last year, maybe with the 
exception of 2 or 3, to my memory, outside of the regular periodical 
publications. 

Mr. Arens. What is the total volume of your publications per year? 

Mr. Cohen. I gave you the figure before. I never made a total of 
the sum of the circulation of every paper that was printed. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly give us just a word of characteriza- 
tion again on this New Union Press? 

Mr. Cohen. The New Union Press is a printing job; does com- 
mercial work and prints for whatever work it can get. 

Mr. Arens. You said a few moments ago that 50 percent of your 
business is with Communist Party groups, Communist fronts; is that 
correct? 

Mr. Cohen. We don't separate it in that particular fashion; 50 
percent is what you would call Communist works. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Is there any registration with the Department of 
Justice by the Prompt Press? 

Mr. Cohen. No. 

Mr. Arens^ Is there any labeling on any of this material which 
we have characterized as material published for the Communist Party 
and for the Communist front groups, any labeling to indicate that it 
is being disseminated by Communist fronts? 

Mr. Cohen. I have no idea. I don't know what you are talking 
about. 

Mr. Arens. In any event, you do not register under the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act, do you? 

Mr. Cohen. We are not publishers. We 'are only commercial 
printers. 

Mr. Arens. And there is no bug indicating that the publications 
are Communist or Communist front publications, is there? 
Mr. Cohen. There is none that I know of. 

Mr. Arens. Does the New Union Press function as a subordinate 
corporation or unit to the Prompt Press, or is it an independent 
corporation? 

Mr. Cohen. It is an independent corporation. 

Mr. Arens. Where is it located? 

Mr. Cohen. 119 or 113 Fourth Avenue. 

Mr. Arens. Is there an exchange of personnel between the Prompt 
Press and the New Union Press?

Mr. Brandon. Well, at the present time, approximately $150,000 
a year. 

Mr. Arens. Is Brandon Films, or are you registered as a foreign 
agent under the Foreign Agents Registration Act?

Mr. Arens. Does Brandon Films import into the United States 
foreign films?

Mr. Brandon. Some. 

Mr. Arens. And from what Iron Curtain countries does Brandon

Mr. Arens. Artkino specializes in importatiorr*crf*films from Iron 
Curtain countries, does it not? 
Mr. Brandon. I think so. 

Mr. Arens. Do you have a contract with Artkino? 
Mr. Brandon. I do. 

Mr. Arens. How long have you had a contract with Artkino? 
Mr. Brandon. Oh, I have had a contract with them since 1954. 
Mr. Arens. Artkino is registered as a 'foreign agent under the 
Foreign Agents Registration Act, is it not? 
Mr. Brandon. It is. 

Mr. Arens. Do you as one who contracts with Artkino, cause to be 
affixed any place to the films which you procure via Artkino from 
behind the Iron Curtain, any indication that these films are labeled in 
accordance with the provisions of the Foreign Agents Registration Act? 

Mr. Brandon. I purchase films from them and I carry their insignia 
exactly as given to me. In fact, I don't put my name on them. 

Mir. Arens. I don ; t believe you quite gave me a response to my 
question. 

Mr. Brandon. Would you clarify it for me? , 
Mr. Arens. Yes, sir. 

"You have told us now that you contract with Artkino which in turn 
procures films from behind the Iron Curtain. 
Mr. Brandon. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Do you, on the films which you procure from Artkino, 
cause to be affixed to the films any labeling as required by the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act? 

Mr. Brandon. I do. 

Mr. Arens. What do you cause to be affixed there? 

Mr. Brandon. A short little frame which I haven't read recently, 
but it is their label, the label which they are required to have under 
certain circumstances and for certain types of films, but I take their 
films with that label, which they are required, and I order copies of 
that film with their label, and therefore the films which I sell or rent 
have the identification on, which they are obliged to carry. 

Mr. Arens, With what firms, theaters, in the United States do you 
contract for the display of films imported by Artkino into the United 
States from behind the Iron Curtain? 

Mr. Brandon. No theaters, because we purchase from them films 
which 

Mr. Arens. By "them" jou mean by Artkino? 

Mr. Brandon. By Artkino — which they have already distributed 
to theaters themselves or which they have sold in some cases to other 
companies which have distributed to theaters. I buy from them the 
right to rent out 16-millimeter, that is, small-size copies of these 
films which have appeared in many theaters, or, I don't know how 
many, but some theaters, and I then rent those out to whoever is 
interested. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly give us a little bit more detail on the groups, 
organizations, or persons to whom you rent or sell these films which 
you procure from Artkino which in turn procures them from behind 
the Iron Curtain.

Mr. Brandon. We have in the catalog, and we have altogether — 
* you have them, haven't you, Mr. Bonora — 35 to 40. 
Mr. Fanelli. Just answer the questions. 

Mr. Brandon. About 35 to 40 films from the Iron Curtain countries. 

Mr. Arens. Which you handle per year? 

Mr. Brandon. No, no. Which I handle and which I 

Mr. Arens. You rent or 

Mr. Brandon. Which I have available for me. 

Mr. Arens. Can you help us and give us an idea of the number of 
showings in the course of a year of these films from behind the Iron 
Curtain which you handle? 

Mr. Brandon. I would say of the 35 or 40 we have available — 
it varies with the times and the periods of the year, but I would guess 
it may be one a month or roughly one and a half a month. 

Mr. Arens. Of each one or 

Mr. Brandon. Strike an average and say probably 30 or 35 show- 
ing in a month of all the films. 

Mr. Arens. Of all. of the films exclusive — we are speaking now of 
behind the Iron Curtain 

Mr. Brandon. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. Those that originate behind the Iron Curtain. 
Do you know of -any other firms besides your own which contract, 
with Artkino for films, including films from behind the Iron Curtain? 




They are local film 
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Mr. Brandon. Well, I don't know of any names directly, but I 
believe that Artkino has been selling films to other companies. 
Mr. Arens. You have no specific information? 
Mr. Brandon, Well, I don't. 

Mr. Arens. Do you process any domestic films developed by the 
Communist Party or by Communist fronts? 
Mr. Brandon. I do not. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that will con- 
clude the interrogation of this witness. 
The Chairman. All right. 
Any questions? 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Lenvin, would you kindly come forward. 
The Chairman. Would you raise your right hand. Do you 
swear the testimony you are about to give will be the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God?

Mr. Lenvin. My name is Nathan B. Lenvin, L-e-n-v-i-n. I am

Mr. Lenvin. Approximately 4 years. 

Mx. Arens. Give us, if you please, Mr. Lenvin, for the purpose of 
this record, a brief resume of the principal provisions of the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act, insofar as. they apply to the dissemination 
in the United States of political propaganda. 

Mr. Lenvin. The act is designed to acquaint the recipients of 
political propaganda with the identity and relationships of people 
who are responsible for the dissemination of the propaganda material, 
with foreign principals as defined by the act, so that they can appraise 
and evaluate the material in the light of the disseminator's relation- 
ships. 

Mr. Arens. Under the present interpretations of the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act, is the agent of an agent of a foreign principal 
who disseminates Communist propaganda in the United States 
required to register? 

Mr/LENViN. Only in a, limited sense, wherein it can be established 
that the agent is subsidized by a foreign government or foreign 
political party. 

Mr. Arens. In other words, in the instance of the gentleman who 
just preceded you on the stand, who contracts with an agent of a 
foreign principal and who disseminates in the United States foreign 
political propaganda, he is not required under present interpretations 
to register? 

Mr. Lenvin. That is correct; unless we could establish that 
Artkino, with whom the contract was made, was in fact a foreign 
principal as defined by statute, in that it was subsidized by a foreign 
government or foreign political party. 
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Mr. Arens. Are you familiar with the bill introduced by the chair- 
man of this committee, H. R. 9937, which deals with, among other 
things, Communist propaganda and the registration of foreign agents? 

Mr. Lenvin. Yes; I am. 

Mr. Arens. Would the provisions of the chairman's bill cope with 
this very situation which you have pointed out? 

Mr. Lenvin. Not entirely. It does enlarge the provisions of the 
definition of the term, "foreign principal," so as to include a domestic 
organization which is substantially controlled, financed, directed, or 
subsidized by a foreign government or foreign political party. 

The Chairman. Do you think the language is inadequate to meet 
the entire situation? 

Mr. Lenvin. It is not a question, sir, of its inadequacy. Since 
this particular statute is designed to require the registration of persons 
who are in an agency capacity, this situation is not within the scope 
of the whole framework of the statute. 

Mr. Arens. The chairman's bill enlarges the definition of a foreign 
principal so as to include a domestic corporation which is substantially 
directed or financed by a foreign government. Is that not correct? 

Mr. Lenvin. Directed, controlled, financed, or subsidized by a 
foreign government or foreign political party. 

Mr. Arens. At the present time, such a domestic corporation is not 
by present construction encompassed within the registration provi- 
sions of the Foreign Registration Act. Is that correct? 

Mr. Lenvin. Well, no. It does not come within the definition of 
the term "foreign principal," so that an agent of such a domestic cor- 
poration as you have just described would not be required to register. 

The Chairman. We are disturbed by not only this terrific problem, 
as I see it, but by the possibility of doing something that might even- 
tually become a censorship, something that every member of this 
committee is very much opposed to. I hope that you will pay much 
attention to the language that is in this bill, because I am not thor- 
oughly satisfied that the powers herein created, might not be abused. 
I would like to go into that phase of it at a future date. When we 
have a hearing on this section of the bill, we will call you, because I 
think that is terribly important. 

Mr. Lenvin. Yes, sir. 

The Chairman. The country is being flooded, literally flooded at 
every port of entry with foreign propaganda, and at the same time 
in the United States there are people such as this witness who testified 
this morning, who are taking that same material and publishing it 
here. 

It is not a question of censoring the material or determining whether 
or not the material requires registration as much as it is determining 
whether or not the disseminator's activities are substantially sub- 
sidized, dictated, or controlled by a foreign power. Of course, in that 
instance he would have to register. 

But it is a very fine point, and I hope you will give it much con- 
sideration. We nave been disturbed by it. 

Mr. Lenvin. Yes, sir. 

The Chairman. We are not going to enact any legislation that will 
set up a committee of the Congress or the Attorney General as an 
authority to go into a printing house and say, "Look, you are publish- 
ing this, and in our judgment it is propaganda. Therefore, you have 
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violated the Foreign Agents Registration Act." It is not a very far cry 
from what we say^ in the bill to that very situation. 

Mv. Lenvin. I just thought you might be interested, sir, in knowing 
that the Internal Security Act of 1950 does contain a labeling pro- 
vision in it. 

The Chairman. That language, I think, is not strong enough, 
because the Supreme Court, in its desire to invade the legislation field 
completely, will distort the meaning, I am sure, and for that reason I 
think that in our proposed legislation, we ought to make doubly sure 
that we are meeting this situation. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Lenvin, in the instance which was developed in the 
testimony this morning, the witness has a contract with Artkino for 
the purpose of distributing in the United States films which Artkino 
procures from behind the Iron Curtain. Assuming for the sake of this 
question that Artkino is found to be a domestic corporation sub- 
stantially directed or financed by a foreign government, then, under 
the provisions of H. R. 9937, the gentleman who appeared today, if 
he distributes those films, would have to register and cause them to be 
labeled. Is that correct? 

Mr. Lenvin. Substantially, I would think you are correct, in that if 
we would find from the arrangements that — well, let me start off by 
saying that if you would find that Artkino is substantially directed, 
controlled, or financed by a foreign government, under the provisions 
of the bill, Artkino would then be a foreign principal. And if Brandon 
Films relationship ,with Artkino were such as to create an agency 
relationship, then he would be required to register. 

Mr. Arens. Do you have information now as to whether or not 
Artkino is substantially directed or financed by a foreign government? 

Mr. Lenvin. I do not. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, that will conclude the staff interroga- 
tion of this witness. 

The Chairman. I think we will adjourn at this time. The com- 
mittee will stand recessed.
